Shipping Is Delayed at 
San Diego by the 
Union. 



BOTH SIDES ARE FIRM, 



The Schooners Sequoia and 
Mary E. Russ Cannot Get 
Non-Union Crews. 



MUCH TROUBLE IS LOOKED FOR. 



Captain Larson Says He Will Man 
His Ship If He Goes Through 
Blood to Do It. 



SAN DIEGO, Ckh., April 9.— The 
schooners Sequoia, Captain Larson, and 
Mary E. Russ. Captain Blom, have been 
delayed in port sever*] days lighting the 
demands of the Seamen's Union for $35 per 
month wafts. The Sequoia's owner is a 
member of the Ship-owners' Association, 
which is hound to pay not over $J5. and 
Captain Larson says he will never concede 
to the sailors' demands. He has been try- 
inc to secure a non-union crew, but the 
agent of tiie sailors' union. Oscar Borlin, 
tias been successful thus far in scaring off 
all non-union men. 

Borlin shadowed Captain Larson all day 
to-day. and also posted men on every cor- 
ner, who undid the skipper's work with 
the men a: fast as done. Captain Larson 
offers $30, but has not yet secured a crew. 
U" said to-night, however, he would get a 
crew soon, and would sail if he had to go 
through blood. The seamen are getting in 
an ugly mood, and trouble is looked for to- 
morrow if any men ship with the Sequoia. 

Captain Blom held out against the de- 
mands of the sailors until he believed it 
impossible to get the vessel out; then he 
conceded the wages, and will sail to- 
morrow. The sailors are elated and have 
said they believed it would mean success 
in the fight against the Sequoia. 

Sharp tricks were played by the sailors 
in the cases of the ships J. B. Brown and 
Sterling. They convinced the men on the 
Sterling they could not work on this coast 
uniess they joined the union, and thus se- 
cured many new members. It is said they 
kept the -Sterling men at their heaaquar- 
tcrs drinking till their money was ex- 
hausted, then they kicked them out, the 
ship having sailed with a union crew. 

When the other ship engaged its men 
many union sailors got among them, pre- 
tending to be non-union, and on the day 
of sailing made such an uproar that they 
scared o:f the non-onion men and delayed 
the vessel several days. The ship man- 
aged to get away after vexatious delay and 
narrow escape of trouble.

The Wheatland Train- Robber t Said to Be 
in Upper Sonoma. 
G-UERN'EVILLE, Cal., April 9.— Con- 
siderable excitement was caused hereto- 
day by a report that the Wheatland train- 
robbers had been seen in the neighbor- 
hood. About 10 o'clock Dr. Cole started 
out in the country to call on a patient. On 
his way he met a little girl who was badly 
frightened. He took her up in his buggy 
and she told him she had seen two big 
men on bay horses riding furiously along 
the road toward the mountains. Their 
horses were covered with foam and they 
appeared about worn out. She said the 
men were rather short and heavy set. and 
that they wore masks over the upper part 
of their faces. They were riding in the 
public road, but when they saw a rig ap- 
proaching with two men in it they turned 
off on a narrow road toward a small can- 
yon as fast as their horses could carry 
them. 

Others have seen the two men, and many 
believe if they are not the robbers who 
made the trouble at Wheatland, they are 
desperate characters contemplating mak- 
ing a raid or aro fleeing from justice. 

The railroad employes along the Guerne- 
ville branch received notice to-day to look 
out for suspicious-looking characters, as it 
was suspected there were some in the 
neighborhood. 

The officers have been notified and are 
on the watch for the two men. The 
country is very rough where the men are 
supposed to be in hiding, and It would be 
very difficult to capture them. 



ARRIVED AT HAXTA BABBABA. 

Otter Hunter! Say San Xicola* Inland 
Wat YUUed by Earthquake*. 
SANTA BARBARA, Cal., April 9.-The 
Bloop Restless, Captain Burtis, arrived in 
port last night from San Nicolas Island 
where she stopped to take on board a party 
of otter hunters who had been on the 
island since December 1. The first- ques- 
tion asked by these hunters, who have 
been entirely cut off from communication 
with the world since they went on the 
island, was whether there had been a 
shock of earthquake on the mainland the 
night of March 9 as San Nicolas was 
aurely shaken up by a subterranean agita- 
tion on that date. As this coincides with 
the date of the San Miguel upheaval it 
confirms the theory that the disturbances 
at San Miguel Island that date were due to 
6evere and wide extending seismic con- 
vulsion's. 

There is considerable discussion as to 
the truth of the old Spanish sea captain's 
assertion that there was a submarine ex- 
plosion in the Santa Barbara channel on 
the night of March 29, but so far the cap- 
tain stands alone in his assertion, backed 
only by the fact that the sloop Liberty 
went ashore at Cuyler's harbor on that 
date. 

Suit for Vantage*. 
SANTA BARBARA, Cal., April 9.— 
Mrs. Trnmbull and her daughter, Mrs. 
Arthur Clarke of Carpentaria, to-day 
brought suit against the Sunset Telephone 
and Telegraph Company to recover re- 
spective sums of $15,000 and $12,500 actual 
and exemplary damages, alleged to have 
been incurred through the negligence of 
the defendant's employes. The complaint 
alleges that about December 1 Mrs. Trum- 
bull, Mrs. Clarke and the latter's two 
children and nurse while driving in a sur- 
rey along the public road, leading from 
Santa Barbara to Carpenteria, became en- , 



tangled in the company's fallen wires, 
which had that day been carelessly re- 
Vaired, and the horses ran away overturn- 
ing the surrey and severely injuring Mrs. 
Trumbull and Mrs. Clarke. 



STOBX OX THE SOUXD. 

Hind Blew Fifty Mite* an Hour Around 
Taeoma. 

TACOMA, WAsn., April 9.— At 5 r. m. 
tl is city was struck by a severe wind- 

>rm coining from the direction of the 
' lumbia River. The wind blew about 
nfty miles an hour. Almost immediately 
h began to hail. This continued for ten 
minutes. Then followed an eastern thun- 
di -storm, which is always a novelty in this 
section. For ten minutes thunder and 
lightning alternated in quick succession 
and a heavy rain fell. 

The chief damage was done to telegraph 
and telephone wires. To-night the West- 
ern Union lines are down over localities to 
Spokane and north to Seattle. The postal 
wires are down north and south, but many 
linemen are out and it is expected to re- 
cover them before midnight. Both wires 
being down to the north has delayed news 
from the mine disaster at New Whatcom. 
Some of the long-distance telephone wires 
were knocked down by falling timber. The 
heavy wind blew down an awning on Ta- 
eoma avenue which struck large plate- 
glass windows, breaking them and causing 
a loss of $300. 

The storm struck the steamer Flyer on 
her afternoon trip to Seattle just off Pulley 
Point. One of the passengers said that 
the sound was a mass of foam as far as the 
eye could see. The wind churned the 
water till it was as white as cotton, he 
said: "Off Alki Point a capsized sailboat 
was s een with a white man and a squaw 
clinging to it. A boat was put out and 
the couple rescued. The man was barely 
able to talk, but said they had been in the 
water nearly an hour. The squaw was the 
better off of the two." 

At Seattle the steamers 8ehome and 
Northern Pacific and two smaller craft 
had been blown loose from their moorings 
and were alongside the Flyer's dock so 
that beat had to tie up at Yesler's wharf. 

POBTZAXD>8 GBAXIt JUBT.% 

A Judge of the Superior Court Rebuke* 
the Member* for Indictment*. 

PORTLAND, April 9.— Several days ago 
the Grand Jury returned twenty separate 
indictments against keepers of gambling 
honses, and to-day two of these cases came 
to trial. The defendants were acquitted. 
Judge Stevens of the State Circuit Court 
then took occasion to deliver a severe re- 
buke to the Grand Jury for multiplying 
fees in the different cases. He said : 

"Among other things, gentlemen, that 
were included in this court's instructions 
at the outset, was that this jury was told 
especially to find an indictment where 
such evidence was presented before you as 
would insure conviction before a trial jury 
in this court. Unless there is a warrant 
for it no indictment should be returned 
where it is not conclusive that the evidence 
in the case will secure a conviction. A 
few days ago you returned to this court a 
batch of twenty indictments for gambling. 
We have tried two of these cases, and to 
say the least they have been mere farces 
so far as conviction in this court is con- 
cerned. The court cannot understand why 
these parties should have been indicted on 
such poor evidence. 

"Those twenty gambling esses should 
have been returned in one indictment. I 
feel it incumbent upon me to speak of 
these matters, and I repeat that I am 
amazed at the results in these cases of 
which I have spoken." 

The Grand Jury then returned "not true 
bills" in the cases of six women who were 
charged with keeping disorderly houses. 

Bemain* Taken to Zo* Angela. 

PASADENA, Cal., April 9.-The re- 
mains of J. W. Wolverton, who was lost in 
the mountains on Sunday, have finally 
been recovered, and were taken to Los 
Angeles this afternoon where the inquest 
will be held. The body was found at the 
base of the 200-foot precipice to the top of 
which the party had traced his footsteps 
a6t night. With the greatest difficulty 
the men finally succeeded in lowering 
themselves into the canyon by the aid of 
ropes, and raising the body to the top, 
whence they proceeded to the foot of 
the mountains by trail. The unfortunate 
man was about 25 years of age and un- 
married. He came here from Ohio. His 
relatives have been notified. 



San Diego Preebyterian*. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., April 9.— The pres-

STORIES ARE CONFLICTING. 



Some Say Hamilton Was to Blame, 
but the Prisoner Has a Very 
Reputation. 



RIVERSIDE, Cal., April 9.— Charles 
Marshall, the only survivor of the bloody 
shooting affray which took place at San 
Jacinto last night, was landed in jail here 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon by Sheriff John- 
son. Andrew Larsen, the innocent by- 
stander who was shot, died this morning, 
and Frank Hamilton, who had the quarrel 
with Marshall, died at noon. 

Sheriff Johnson states that the stories 
about the shooting are conflicting. Mar- 
shall and his friends claim that Hamilton 
was the aggressor, he firing the first shot, 
while the other side say that Marshall was 
the aggressor. The shooting, as near as 
can be ascertained, was caused by Mar- 
shall interfering in a settlement of money 
affairs between Hamilton and a saloon- 
keeper named Widney. 

Marshall, after having words with 
Hamilton went away, but soon returned 
with a pistol and at once began shooting. 
He fired six shots, three taking effect. 
Hamilton fired five shots, only one of which 
took effect, the shots shattering Marshall's 
arm. He does not bear the best reputation 
and as he has been in other shooting 
scrapes he was generally feared. On the 
other hand Hamilton was well liked. He 
was Deputy Sheriff of this county under 
the last administration. 

When the Sheriff left San Jacinto with 
his prisoner the citizens were greatly 
excited and it is probable that Marshall's 
preliminary examination will be held here. 
The latter docs not say much, but says he 
is satisfied he can clear himself. Sheriff 
Johnson says there was some talk of lynch- 
ing Marshall when he reached San Jacinto.

A Pigeon-Fancier Take* Exception to the 
Speed Credited From San Fr'anctaco. 

PORTLAND, Or., April 9. — W. W. 
Bretherton of this city, who is a recognized 
authority on such subjects, takes exception 
to dispatches from San Francisco regard- 
ing the speed of pigeons (lying between 
San Francisco and Portland. Mr. Breth- 
erton said : 

"There have been several notices lately 
of some homing pigeons that were training 
for a race from San Francisco to Portland, 
a distance claimed to be "00 miles, and it 
has been stated that in a training race the 
birds have flown the distance in nine 
hours. This is such a smashing of all 
records of the world it has excited a lively 
interest in the race in all the pigeon- 
fanciers of the East, and several of them 
have written to me to know more about 
these wonderful birds. 

"In Belgium, where the flying of pigeons 
is carried to perfection, they claim as the 
best record 610 miles, from St. Sebastian, 
Spain, to Verviers, Belgium, in eighteen 
hours and twenty-two minutes, which is 
not worth noticing alongside of "00 miles 
in nine hours."

Walter Fierce of Eureka Dead. 

EUREKA, Cal., April 9.— Walter Pierce, 
Eureka's pioneer undertaker, died sud- 
denly this morning of cholera morbus. 
He had been engaged in business here 
since 1868 and was one of the most promi- 
nent citizens in the county.

TACOMA, Wash., April 9.— The fight be- 
ing made by Receiver* Joab of the insol- 
vent Taeoma Grocery Company to compel 
the old officials of that concern to turn 
over the books and accounts into his keep- 
ing came up for hearing in the Superior 
Court to-day, when some affidavits of an 
unusually sensational nature were filed. 

H. Cranston Potter, a stockholder, in an 
affidavit alleges that Charles E. Hale, pres- 
ident, and H. B. Vanderhoof, another offi- 
cer, "jobbed" Receiver Joab. He says he 
asked these gentlemen about certain en- 
tries in the ledger which had been turned 
over to the receiver. The gentlemen re- 
plied that the record in Joab's hands was 
made up for the purpose of giving the re- 
ceiver something to play with ; that he had 
been crying for a ledger, so they fixed up 
one for him. They further said the entries 
were fictitious and fraudulent, and not the 
record of the company. 

Potter further makes oath that the min- 
ute-book of the corporation has been falsi- 
fied, altered, change! ! mutilated, and 
that he believes this was done by Hale and 
Vanderhoof, whose names he declares are 
signed to the record. He avers that the 
book does not show the true proceedings of 
the corporation, and that if the records are 
any longer left in the hands of these offi- 
cials they will be so changed and despoiled 
as to show a condition of affairs other than 
what they really are. 

To-day one of the stockholders and his 
attorney held a consultation with th.e pros- 
ecuting attorney over the matter and Re- 
ceiver Joab has stated that the}- wanted to 
get an information filed charging the old 
officers of the company with tampering 
with the records.

He Is Confined to His Bed, but His

BAKERSFIELD, Cal., April 9.— Last 
evening Deputy County Assessor Lucien 
Crusoe met George C Gorham Jr., a well- 
known attorney, on the street and 
asked him to go un in his (Gorham's) of- 
fice, as he wanted to have a little conversa- 
tion with him. Gorham replied that he 
did not care to have any such interview, 
whereupon Crusoe knocked him down and 
began kicking him in the face and body. 
Bystanders quickly pulled Crusoe away, 
but not till he had hurt Gorham so that the 
latter is now confined to his bed. 

Gorham is said to have been armed, but 
the attack was so sudden he had no chance 
to draw a weapon. The cause of the trouble 
has a political foundation, and dates back 
to the last campaign, when Crusoe ran in- 
dependent for County Clerk and was 
beaten. On Monday Gorham appeared be- 
fore the Supervisors and argued against 
the payment of experts, now and for a 
long while employed on the county books, 
at a rate of more than $5 a day. Crusoe's 
brother is one of the experts, and it is said 
the argument was directed against him 
particularly. Crusoe was arrested, but al- 
lowed to go on his own recognizance.

They Want the Government Engi- 
neers to Repair the Damage 
Before Too Late. 



The Board of Directors of the San Francisco and San Joaquin 
Valley Railway have acted very wisely in selecting the east side of 
the San Joaquin Valley and in starting southward from Stockton. 

The east side of the valley is most productive, because all the 
moisture from the mountains comes down through it into the San 
Joaquin River. Several large streams passing through it are trib- 
utary to the San Joaquin, and from them canals can be run over the 
land for irrigating purposes, making it an exceedingly productive 
country. Stockton is the great grain center and the .San Joaquin 
the great grain-producing valley. And through Stockton's manufac- 
turing interests and waterways great support will be given the new 
railroad. 

By starting from Stockton I think the road will be able to 
handle a large share of the grain and fruit product of the Eastern 
San Joaquin Valley this coming fall. Undoubtedly this will be a 
boon to the farmers, as it will enable them to get their produce to 
market at a rate much lower than they ever before enjoyed. So they 
will have an opportunity of feeling the effects of competition this 
year. If the farmer can save 30 or 40 per cent of the freight he 
has been paying while he got no profit from his ranch, he will be 
able to get something for his labor.

SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 9. — A. C. 
Hinkson of Sacramento and George H. 
Swingle of Yolo appeared before Governor 
Budd to-day and petitioned him to appeal 
to the Government engineers having super- 
vision of the Sacramento River to close a 
break or secure orders from Washington 
to do so at a point near Elkhorn, on the 
west side of the river, ten miles above Sac- 
ramento. 

They allege that there is a break there a 
thousand feet wide, through which a vast 
volume of water pours into the Yolo Basin 
and that it is doing great injury. They 
said as much water is now going through 
at twenty - one feet as there diet 
at twenty - five feet some weeks ago; 
that this is due to the formation of a 
sandbar below the break, caused by the 
current being checked by diversion through 
the break; that the river has cut into its 
natural bank, and is still cutting, and 
threatens to do so until the low land level 
is reached, when the tendency will be for a 
larger part of the stream to sweep into the 
basin permanently. 

Governor Budd listened attentively and 
interestedly, and said he would address 
the Government engineers on the subject, 
after consultation with Congressman John- 
son.

There 
was a big turn out to see the sport. 

The course was along the foothills as far 
as Monrovia and back. The roads were in 
fairly good conditiou. George Savage was 
the limit man and at 11 minutes before 9 
o'clock he was sent away. From then on 
until 9 o'clock wheels of all sorts dashed 
away.

Fruit* grown in the orchards near by are 
esily handled in the canning establish- 
ments of Hunt Brothers and the Cutting 
Packing Company, and also by the Sonoma 
Fruit Exchange, of which E. Hart is presi- 
dent. Hunt Brothers canned over 60,000 
cases of fruit last season, and about the 
same amount was turned out by Cutting's 
factory ; besides hundreds of tons of ap- 
ples, peaches, prunes, etc., were dried at 
the drying-houses. 

A basalt blocC quarry, one mile from 
town, shipped J150.000 worth of blocks 
last year to San Francisco and Stockton. 

Besides these industries there are two 
tanneries, one owned by E. W. Hurgren, 
which does a very extensive business; a 
brewery, foundry and a lumber-yard. But 
there is room for some enterprising man 
of capital to establish a creamery on a large 
scale, and for another to introduce the beet- 
sugar industry. Mayor E. F. Woodward 
stated his opinion that a creamery and a 
beet-sugar factory are the two greatest 
needs of this city, and he feels confident of 
their success. A source of considerable 
revenue is the hop business of M. Pur- 
ington. 

Santa Rosa enjoys the effects of compe- 
tition in electric lighting, having two 
electric light plants supplying the town, 
business houses and homes with very 
cheap light. The consumers believe they 
have the cheapest light in California, but 
there is a gas works in full operation and 
making it pay to tight the opposition. 

A conservative estimate of the popula- 
tion places it between 60U0 and 7000. There 
are twenty miles of graded and macada- 
mized streets in town that are regularly 
sprinkled by the city ; nearly nine miles 
of sewerage, a paid fire department, fire 
alarm system and fully $4,000,000 of taxa- 
ble property, but not a dollar of indebted- 
ness. The main business streets are well 
paved with basalt blocks and the sidewalks 
are laid in patent stone. Even now wooden 
sidewalks are disappearing in the dwelling 
parts of town. Bonds to the amount of 
$30,000 were voted recently for a high 
school building and $165,000 for a munici- 
pal water works. Although the present 
water system gives excellent mountain 
water at low rates progressive Santa Rosans 
want a system owned by the city. Fourth 
street is to be paved down to the North 
Pacific Railway depot, and its sidewalks 
changed the whole way down to patent 
stone. L de Turk, A. B. Lemmon and R.

By the Supreme Court's Ruling the 
Government Loses Nearly Ten 
Millions. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April 9.— The 
decision of the Supreme Court yesterday 
in the income-tax case has plunged the 
internal revenue officials into almost inex- 
plicable mysteries and trouble. The more 
the decision is studied the greater seem the 
difficulties attending a clear undcrstand- 
! ing of its scope. 

The declaration that rents and Incomes 
J from real estate are exempted has opened 
j up the question whether the effect of the 
decision is not to include all profits of 
whatever character growing out of real 
estate, including farm Droduce, timber, 
coal and all mine products, within the 
exempt cause. Whether the losses sus- 
tained through bad rent debts and the 
amount of expenses incurred in collecting 
the rents or for repairs on houses are to 
be deducted from the incomes is also a 
mooted question. Under the decision 
rents are not to be included in assessing 
the income tax. Suppose, it is asked, a 
man's income is of a mixed character — 
that;*, from real and personal property. 
The former is exempt. Can he deduct the 
expanses necessary for the collection of 
his income from the realty from the in- 
come from personal property before mak-

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of two competing railways, and that town 
is Santa Rosa, nestling in the heart of a 
laud beautiful to behold and teeming with 
innate richness. To be sure, Santa Rosa 
has no claim to the distinction of situation 
on tidewater or navigable ways, which in- 
sure prosperity through proximity with 
deep-sea shipping ; but it has a beauty and 
a character peculiarly its own, and being 
the very center of a wonderfully produc- 
tive region its commercial wealth is as- 
sured. Its products can reach sea ports 
by either the Southern Pacific branch road 
through the Sonoma Valley or the North 
Pacific Railway to Tiburon, and with this 
fact in view a Califomian need not ask 
twice why Santa Rosa is a flourishing city, 
with refreshful signs of enterprise and 
progress among her representative people. 

To a stranger within the gates the first 
advice a Santa Rosan will give is: "See us 
and our valley from the Courthouse dome. 
You will learn more about us in live min- 
utes than you can in a month from what 
people say." 

To the stranger in the fair city of roses 
no more agreeable words can be spoken ; 
for the view from that dome is a rare treat 
indeed. The panorama spread out be- 
neath is beautiful as the land of promise— 
a broad plain stretching to the most pic- 
turesque of foothills, full of color from 
purple rocks to deep vivid green leafage of 
pines and luscious grasses, far-reaching 
pasturages where cattle browse content- 
edly, and closer still fields that promise 
corn .and wine. Under the magic influ- 
ence of spring the hundreds of orchards 
•re clothed in while or pink blossoms that 
bespeak a harvest of great plentiousness, 
and the vines are growing green. The 
foreground, a picture in itself, is composed 
of pretty homes and long avenues, with 
foliage in great variety breaking archi- 
tectural outlines, and all leading up to the 
bustliifg business scene immediately be- 
low. 

Approaches to the town give a quite dif- 
ferent impression. The railway forces its 
way through blooming orchards, above 
which are glimpses of roofs and church 
spires and the high courthouse finials. In 
such a scene one would hardly look for 
evidences of extraordinary activity in dif- 
ferent lines of industry such as those 
which surround Santa Rosa. And yet the 
enterprises of this city represent a yearly 
volume of business amounting in the ag- 
gregate to several millions of dollars. 

In Sonoma, of which Santa Rosa is the 
county scat, the yearly product* of the soil 
are about $2,000,000; from poultry and 
eggs, $1,000,000, and from dairy products 
$1,000,000. The total output of all prod- 
ucts is not lets than $7,000,000 a year, and 
that means so much created wealth. 

Among the leading industries of Santa 
Rosa is I. de Turk's winery, which has a 
cooperage capacity of 750,000 gallons, a 
storage capacity of 1,500,000 gallons and an 
average yearly output of 250,000 gallons. 
Mr. de Turk buys grapes from neighboring 
vineyards, and this maintains the vine- 
yardists in a large measure. 

Another immense winery is that of the 
Fountaingrove Vineyard Company. This 
enterprise is owned by a Japanese gentle- 
man who has managed the business of 
wine growing and making for years with 
remarkable success. It has a storage ca- 
pacity of 1,000,000 gallons in tanks varying 
from 1000 to 25,000 gallons. In vintage 
time 100 men are employed, and all the 
year round forty men are kept busy either on 
the 400 acres of vineyard or in the winery. 
Over 100,000 gallons of Fountaingrove wine 
are shipped to Europe yearly, and as much 
more finds a ready market in New York 
and Chicago. 

The Santa Rosa Flonr Mills, constructed 
•t a cost of $60,000, produce 200 barrels of 
high-grade flour daily for shipment to 



build an ornamental depot similar to the 
one at San Rafael. The town well deserves 
a handsome railroad station considering 
that twenty-six trains come and go daily. 
On the •'Donahue" road there are three 
trains each way to and from San Fran- 
cisco, two with Sevastopol, two with Guer- 
neville and two with Healdsburg and 
Ukiah. On the Southern Pacific two trains 
come and go daily, connecting with 8an 
Francisco, and one freight train up and 
down on each road. 

All the heavy commercial interests of 
Santa Rosa are ably cared for by the Santa 
Rosa Bank, Thomas Hopper president; 
Savings Bank of Santa Rosa, A. P. Over- 
ton president; Santa Rosa National Bank, 
J. H. Brush president, and the Exchange 
Bank, M. Doyle's private establishment. 

An interest which has directed wide at- 
tention to the town is the breeding of 
blooded horses. Four famous stables are 
here gathered near each other, and from 
them have come some of the most cele- 
brated horses, last of all Alcona Jr., which 
was recently sold by Con Shea of this city 
after taking first prize at the horse show in 
San Francisco. The other horsemen are 
L de Turk, Dr. Finlaw, who haa Daly's 
promisir.g progeny at Rosedale farm, and 
George Guerne. 

The Councilmen who look after Santa 
Rosa's welfare are George A. Tupper, F. 
Berka, J. S. Wilson, Thomas B. Keegan, 
C. N. Collins and E. D. Harris, with whom 
are associated W. F. Cowan, City Attor- 
ney; W. J. Steadman, Marshal and Tax 
Collector; C. L. Nobley, Clerk, and D. W. 
Cosav, Street Superintendent. The Mayor 
and Treasurer is E. F. Woodward, one of 
the most progressive men of Sonoma 
County. 

It is conceded that much of the town's 
prosperity and advancement is due to the 
encouragement, direction and intelligent 
criticism of the Santa Rosa Daily Demo- 
crat, edited by R. A. Thompson, and the 
Evening Republican, owned and edited by 
A. B. Lemmon. 

As an indication of the intellectual drift 
of Santa Rosa it is interesting to note that 
during March 3299 books were borrowed 
from the public library— 1684 being fiction, 
636 juvenile, 273 history, 184 travel, 230 
biography, 212 essays, 107 science and art, 
and 734 poetry and drama. 

8anta Rosa has even more than its share 
of progressive men, among whom are the

ing a return? The question is puzzling 
the revenue collectors. 

Another grave question raised by the 
decision is whether the roadbed, round- 
houses, stations, etc., of the railroads are 
real estate or personal property within the 
meaning of the law. The laws of several 
States are said to differ on this point and 
on several others of importance involved 
in the opinion of the court. As soon as a 
verified copy of the opinion can be hod 
internal revenue officials will begin the pre- 
paration of supplementary regulations 
which will cover in a more or less general 
way the opinion of the court, leaving the 
more abstruse questions to be solved as 
they are presented. The collectors of the 
tax in different parts of the country already 
have begun telegraphing for instructions 
on many points. All things considered, 
it is now thought the loss to the treas- 
ury from the income-tax source will ex- 
ceed 50 per cent of the total expected from 
this tax. 

The debates on the income tax while the 
bill for its imposition was under considera- 
tion in Congress are almost barren of 
figures showing the comparative import- 
ance of the incomes from rents and interest 
on county, municipal and State bonds in 
furnishing a revenue to the Government. 
It does not appear that this matter was 
touched upon in the House discussion, and 
it was only casually referred to in the 
Senate. Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island 
prepared a statement placing the revenue 
likely to be derived through the income 
tax at $100,000,000 and crediting rents and 
public bonus with about 30 per cent of this 
amount. 

Senator Peffer, who made the principal 
speech in the Senate in advocacy of an in- 
come tax, did not go into this branch of 
the question at all, but he said to-day in 
an interview that he was of the opinion 
that between $9,000,000 and $10,000,000 of 
revenue would have been derived from 
those two sources if the Supreme Court 
had allowed them to stand, and he added 
that he thought this amount would have 
been about two-thirds of the revenue pro- 
duced by the income tax. 

"The census reports show," he said, 
"that 52 per cent of the people of the United 
States are renters, and it is to be inferred 
that about this proportion of the land is 
occupied by renters. The land of the 
entire country, with improvements added, 
is put down as worth $39,544,523,544. Of this 
amont $20,000,000,000 worth is rented. The 
rental on that amount at the average rate 
of 5 per cent would be $1,000,000,000. Just 
what proportion of that would come under 
the law is another matter and that could 
not be got at accurately, but let us assume 
that one-quarter of it, or $250,000,000 worth, 
would be taxable income, that would give 
$5,000,000,000 of income tax, and that, I 
think, is a very low estimate. The bonds, 
municipal, county and school district, 
which would have been subject to the tax, 
amounted to $906,213,053. Take one-quarter 
of this amount as coming within the opera- 
tions of the law and one arrives at the rate 
of 2 per cent on this amount, $4,531,065, or 
a total on the two items of about $9,500,000. 

Late this afternoon Commissioner Miller 
decided to require all persons who have 
made returns to make affidavits to the facts 
as to the amount of income received from 
rents and bonds, and those who have not 
yet sent in their returns to make necessary 
correction thereon before doing so. It 
seems probable the final decision will be 
that yesterday's opinion in effect exempts 
incomes received from bonds and rents, 
the latter to be strictly defined as the 
amount the landlord derives from his ten- 
ant. In computing income it is believed it 
will be held that insurance, ordinary re- 
pairs and taxes on exempt property may 
be properly deducted. In that case it is 



probable the courts will be called upon to 
explain just what yesterday's decision in- 
tended to exempt from the tax. 

Private Secretary Thurber's attention be- 
ing called to the statement contained in 
the Washington evening papers to-day, 
that the President was being flooded with 
telegrams from all parts of the country ap- 
pealing to him to call an extra session of 
Congress to repeal the income tax law, 
said not one single telegram or communi- 
cation had been received on the subject. 

TBB BECISIOX BIXDIXG. 

That It the View Taken by Attorney- 
General Olney. 
WASHINGTON, D. C, April 9.— "So far 
as the lower courts are concerned," said 
Attorney-General Olney, "the division of 
the 8upreme Court on the income tax law 
is as binding as if the whole court had been 
unanimous in its favor. I cannot believe 
any Judge would grant an injunction to 
prevent a'collector from collecting the tax 
on incomes derived from other sources than 
rents or State and municipal bonds in the 
face of the Supreme Court's action. The 
only way I can see by which persons who 
object to paying th»taxcan secure judicial" 
action is by paying the tax under protest 
and entering suit for its recovery." 

TO BE FIRTBER ASSAILED. 

Xeu> Suits Will He Commeneed to Test 
the Tar. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 9.r-Attor- 
ney J. W. Wilson, who represented John 
O. Moore in the Court of Appeals in the 
recent income tax cases, said this morning 
that further proceedings would be begun 
immediately. "Several parts of the law 
will be attacked," said he, "the principal 
one being the exemption from taxation of 
incomes under $4000 annually. This will 
be attacked as an unjust discrimination. 
I cannot say just yet who are the com- 
plainants or what the title of the suits will 
be, but they will be instituted, probably, 
A-ithin a few days and be pushed as rapidly 
as possible." 

XEEDED OVER IX EXGIAXB. 

Sueh a Tribunal as the Supreme Court 
Surprises Britons. 

LONDON, Ekg., April 9. -The Globe 
this afternoon, referring to the decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United States as 
to the constitutionality of the income tax, 
says: "Every man in this country will re- 
gret there is no Supreme Court of the 
American variety here. Never in all the 
long history of the English bench have 
they soared to the heights of liberty 
reached by the American Judges yester- 
day. It is quite impossible to establish 
such a tribunal here." 

The St. James Gazette comments on the 
Supreme Court decision in a similar strain 
and adds: "No one has suggested that 
this august tribunal can be bribed in a 
manner familiar to litigants in some of the 
inferior courts of the Union. Still it is 
significant that the polities of the various 
Judges are carefully mentioned in the dis- 
patches."

WASH INtiToX, D. C, April9.-«Chief In- 
spector Wheeler of the Postofflce Depart- 
ment refuses to say anything about stamp 
counfeiting in Chicago, though he has 
received several telegrams concerning the 
affair. It was learned from two other offi- 
cials, however, that the extent of the coun- 
terfeiting had been overestimated. Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General Craig says 
counterfeit stamps have carried letters 
through the mails and have been canceled, 
bnt stamp counterfeiting cannot be carried 
on to any treat extent, as the cost of making 
the stamps and the difficulty oi disposing of 
them is so great as to render the counter- 
feiting of little profit. 

Large purchases of stamps are usually 
made from responsible and known men. 
Unknown persons having stamps to sell, 
he added, are under suspicion of having 
stolen thefli, and large purchases therefore 
are not likely to Ije mad* from them. 

Chief Hazen of the Secret Service divis- 
ion ot the Treasury Department received a 
telegram to-day from one of his agents at 
Chicago stating that he has seized $700 
worth of counterfeit 2-cent postage stamps. 
They bad been shipped from Buffalo and 
were found in Wells-Fargo's Express office. 

The officials have been on the alert for 
something of this kind since July, when 
they learned of a man making inquiries 
under suspicious circumstances <■« to the 
process of printing stamps. The officials 
of the Secret Service are working on the 
case in connection with the Postofflce in- 
spectors. 

It has been learned at the Postofflce De- 
partment that the stamps known to be 
counterfeit were made in Hamilton, Ont. 
About $750 worth have been captured. 



ABAXDUXED RESERPATIOSB. 

Those Xo longer Required Turned Over 
to the Interior Department. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 9.-A gen- 
eral order was issued from the War De- 
partment to-day turning over to the In- 
terior Department abandoned military res- 
ervations no longer required for military 
purposes. The tracts are a part of the 
Fort Brady reservation in Michigan on the 
St. Marys River, three and a half acres; 
reservation of depot McKinney, on Powder 
River, Wyo., (U0 acres; Fort Reno, O. T., 
timber reservation known as Conncil Grove, 
twenty miles southeast of Fort Reno, 750 
acres; reservation of Fort Stevenson, N. 
Dak., on the Missouri River at its junction 
with Douglas Creek; the military reserva- 
tion at Fort Lewis, Colo., on the west bank 
of the Rio Platte, eight miles southwest 
of Parrott City. 

The general order specially defines the 
bounds of the military prison reservation 
at Fort Leavenworth ,Kans. 



SE1HTEXCE OF MAJOR WHAM. 
It Is Somewhat MtUgated by the 

f'fsi't'ttt. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 9.-The 
President has disposed of a case that has 
been pending for many months in acting 
upon the record of court-martial, held at 
Vancouver Barracks, Washington, which 
sentenced Major Joseph W. Wham, a pay- 
master in the army, to dismissal for failure 
to pay his debts. The President mitigated 
the sentence to a suspension, on half pay, 
from rank and duty and all privileges 
until January, 1904, his name to be placed 
at the foot of the list in the pay depart- 
ment. The date mentioned is that upon 
which Major Wham will retire, so that he 
can never again see active service, and he 
will drop from No. 9 to No. 25 in his rank, 
so there will be no possibility, of his own 
promotion, nor can he retard the promo- 
tion of majors who may enter the grade 
hereafter. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April 9.— Presi- 
dent Crespo of Venezuela has sent a special 
message to the Congress of Venezuela 
concerning the attitude of the United 
States on the British-Venezuelan ques- 
tion. Immediately following the receipt 
of the President's message the Congress 
passed resolutions heartily thanking the 
United States for its sympathy and sup- 
port. Senor Andrade, the Venezuelan 
Minister here, to-day received copies of the 
message and resolutions. President 
Crespo's message says: 

"The high powers of the United States 
have just given, in the pending question 
between Venezuela and England, a signal 
proof of the extent to which the principle 
of human justice prevails among that great 
people. The chief magistrate of that 
powerful republic, being persuaded of the 
great peril which is involved for American 
interests through a prolongation of a con- 
flict of such a grievous nature, expressed in 
his message to Congress the strong wish of 
inducing Great Britain to put an end to 
the dispute by arbitration. 

"In the House of Representatives there 
was introduced in consequence a resolu- 
tion which has been inserted in the yellow 
book of Venezuela, and in the terms of 
which is disclosed the noblest interest to- 
ward seeing the controversy closed in con- 
formity with justice and reason. The resolu- 
tion earnestly recommends to the two 
contending parties the adoption of the 
course indicated by the message of the 
President of the United 8tates in order to 
peacefully settle the dispute. The legisla- 
tive act referred to was approved by both 
chambers and President Cleveland affixed 
his signature and the seal thereto on the 
21st of February. Such tokens of the spirit of 
justice with which the transcendent ques- 
tion of the Guiana boundaries is studied 
and considered by the President and leg- 
islature of the great northern republic re- 
quires from Venezuela a significant act 
of special gratitude, which only yon 
can sanction, so as to express the wish of 
the people of Venezuela. Certain, I feel 
this idea will have the most enthusiastic 
acceptance in the hearts of our worthy leg- 
islators." 

The Congress in joint assembly at once 
acted upon President Crespo's suggestion 
and the resolutions express the deep ap- 
preciation of Venezuela for the co-opera- 
tion of the United States in the contention. 

Word reaches the legation here that 
Venezuela feels so secure in her rights that 
she is pushing forward improvements in 
the disputed territory. This is shown by a 
report from the Commissary-General stat- 
ing that he has furnished a church, which 
is to be the nucleus of a settlement in the 
Amasure region. This is a sort of Venezu- 
elan outpost, where they are taking a stand 
to resist further encroachments of Great 
Britain.

Overland Shipments Behind 
Last Year, but a Better 
Outlook Ahead. 



Letters of Administration Are Ap- 
plied For on the Estate of 
Fannie Ayers. 



SAN JOSE, Cal., April 9.— The overland 
shipments last week amounted to 1,694,425 
pounds, against 1,830,770 during the corre- 
sponding week in April, 1894, a decrease of 
136,345. The decrease is owing to the slow 
movement of dried prunes, but 664,350 
pounds going forward against 854,895 a 
year ago, a falling off of over 200,000. Wine 
shipments continue heavy, 742,280 pounds 
being shipped during the past week. 
Canned fruit is moving rapidly, the ship- 
ments for the week just ended amounting 
to 217,420, being greater than the figures of 
any week since November 10. 1894. While 
the shipment of prunes has fallen off 200,- 
000 pounds, compared with this period of 
last year, the demand for other kinds of 
dried fruit has been increasing. The 
dried fruit shipment last week footed up 
742,280, of which 664.350 pounds were dried 
prunes, 41,630 peaches, 25,280 apricots, 9375 
pears and 1645 pounds of plums. 

The local shipments over the broad 
gauge for March show a good increase over 
the same month last year, or any previous 
year, being 7,174,265 pounds for the coast 
division and 7,398,105 for the western divis- 
ion, a total of 14,572,370. 

The increase in freight forwarded .s not 
more remarkable than is the amount of 
freight received. The total for March is 
28,779,480 pounds, against 18,271,120 for the 
same month in 1894, an increase of over 
10,000,000 pounds.

Williams, the proprietress of a fashionable 
boarding-house on South Second street.

HORRORS INCREASED BY FIRE. 



Terrible Havoc Wrought by a Dis- 
aster in a Business Block of 
Wheeling. 



WHEELING, W. Va., April 9.-At 8:20 
o'clock this morning the south wall of the 
four-story brick block of Hutchinson & Co., 
on the corner of Main street and the alley 
south of Twelfth, collapsed without warn- 
ing. Next north of it was the store of 
Chapman & Son, who were just finishing a 
five-story brick block, to be used as a 
paint, glass and building supply store, and 
they already had stored in it about $14,000 
worth of stock and were doing business 
there. Hntchinson & Co. deal in hard- 
ware, saddlery and wagon supplies, and 
that building was packed full of goods. 

The wall on the alley first fell out, pnll- 
, ing with it the partition wall between the 
Hutchinson and Chapman buildings. The 
crash of the falling buildings was terrible, 
and soon drew thousands to the scene. 
The horror of the accident was increased 
by a fire which broke out, and, as there 
were large quantities of oil, turpentine and 
the like in Chapman & Son's place, the 
situation was hard to meet. 

Four employes were caught in the 
Hutchinson ruin: Robert Winchester, Eu- 
gene Birch, P. J. Horan, M. J. Ford. 

The first three have not been found, and 
are doubtless dead. Ford was rescued and 
may recover. 

Charles Haller, the bookkeeper, and 
Adam Blum Jr., partner, were penned up 
against the rear wall and were released by 
prying the bars off the windows. They 
were unhurt, 

Mr. Hutchinson was in the second story 
and was badly injured, but was rescued 
alive, and hopes are entertained that he 
may recover. When the collapse came 
Ford was solline a bill of goods to Ben 
jamin Pritcliard, a wagon manufacturer of 
Buchanan, W. Va. Pritchard's dead body 
was found lying across Ford's legs. He was 
crushed to death. 

Shortly before the accident Very Rev. 
Father F. H. Parke, Vicar-General of the 
Catholic diocese of Wheeling, was seen to 
enter the alley, and he was believed to be 
killed, and this belief was sadly confirmed 
at b:30 p. M. by the recovery of his body. 
He was 72 years old, a distinguished clergy- 
man, chaplain of Mount Dechantal Acad- 
emy and had been twice administrator of 
the diocese. 

A Western Union Telegraph messenger 
boy, Harry Cowl, aged 14, is also thought 
to have been in the alley, but his body has 
not been recovered. No others are known 
to be lost. There was an early report that 
a cab, its driver and four occupants were 
buried by the falling walls, but this is 
proved to be untrue. 

The falling brick and timbers knocked 
a hole thirty feet long in the three-story 
brick building across the alley, occupied 
by G. M.Rice <fc Co., wholesale milliners, 
and the smoke and water ruined their val- 
uable stock. The smoke also permeated 
the adjoining house, occupied by Speyer 
Bros., wholesale milliners, and their loss 
will be heavy. Water caused serious dam- 
age to Greer & Lang's hardware store and 
Ott Bros. <fe Co., hardware dealers. The 
cellars were flooded for a block, ten streams 
playing all day and averaging 1000 gallons 
a minute, and yet at 8 o'clock the fire is 
not extinguished. 

Great indignation is expressed because 
at the time the old Melodeon Hall prop- 
erty was remodeled and a story added in 
1891 by Mr. Hutchinson the walls were 
condemned, but he persisted in using them, 
and owing to the lack of adequate laws 
could not be prevented. 

The loss will probably aggregate $150,000.

WILL SOOX BE SOLD. 

Decree of Foreclosure in a Arte Merico 
Railroad Case. 

SANTA FE, H. Mex., April 9.-In the 
suit of the Farmers' Loan and Trust Com- 
pany against the Texas, Santa Fe and 
Northern Railroad, for a foreclosure under 
the mortgage bonds of the company, Judge 
Laughlin has granted a decree ordering 
the sale and appointing ex-Delegate to 
Congress Antonio Joseph special master 
for the purpose. 

The case has been some years in court 
and this is a victory' for the trust company. 
Over $100,000 bonds and claims are in- 
volved. J. H. Knaebel and C. W. Water- 
man of Denver appeared for the trust 
company. The road runs from Espanola 
to Santa Fe, a distance of forty miles, and 
is now in the hands of a receiver. It is 
believed that after the sale a new company 
will be organized and make some exten- 
sions, probably to Cerrillos and Cochiti. 



Some Very Elaborate Plans 
Issued by the Joint 
Committee. 



If Approved They Will Cause the 
Issuance of Vast Quantities 
of Bonds. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., April 9.-The Atch- 
ison reorganization committee issued their 
plan to-day, which is signed by all the 
members of the joint executive reorgani- 
zation committee, and which has been ap- 
proved by the New York general reorgani- 
zation committee, the London bondhold- 
ers' committee and Hope * Co. of Amster- 
dam, acting for the Dutch bondholders. 
The plan proposes to foreclose the general 
mortgage and other mortgages, if deemed 
desirable, and vest the properties acquired 
at foreclosure sale in a new company. 

The new general mortgage is to provide 
for the issue of additional general mort- 
gage bonds, not exceeding the following 
amounts: $.500,000 to take up the Chicago 
and St. Louis first mortgage 6-per-cent 
bonds; $1,500,000 for taking up the out- 
standing bonds provided for under the Atch- 
ison circular of October 15. 1889, consist- 
ing of various old liens; $15,500,000 to take 
up existing guarantee fund notes, equip- 
ment bonds, existing car trust obligations; 
$30,000,000 for the construction and acqui- 
sition of improvements and additions, 
such bonds not to issued at a rate to ex- 
ceed $3,000,000 for each fiscal year, and 
$20,000,000 to be used for the acquisition of 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad and for 
the improvement of the property acquired. 

A possible issue of $17,000,000 prior lien 
bonds is also provided for, with a view to 
making additional provision for funding 
or paying existing guarantee notes, equip- 
ment bonds and car trust obligations and 
for setting apart a fund to insure against 
contingencies. 

The plan also reserves the right to issue 
$20,000,000 preferred stock for the acquisi- 
tion and improvement of the St. Louis and 
San Francisco, Atlantic and Pacific and 
Colorado Midland railroads. Ample pro- 
vision is made for the protection of seeur- 1 
itv-holders in case of the issue of any of I 
these authorized securities. The cash as- 
sessments provided for will furnish the 
company with $13,567,644 for floating debt, 
receivers' certificates and working capital 
for the new company. Deposits of securi- 
ties under the plan will be received simul- 
taneously by the depositors in New York, 
Boston, London and Amsterdam, begin- 
ning with April 13.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, April 9. —The 
sl.-iking coatmakers held another mass- 
meeting to-day .

I did not mention his name in my speech. 
I said that Debs raised a revolution that 
awed two Governors and which it took the 
United States troops to quell.

He says I prefer to wrap myself in the 
American flag. I judge that be is angry 
because I do not wrap myself In the red an- 
archistic rag that he has adopted.

He culminates his remark- 
able epistle with the assertion that 
I don't know anything about rail- 
roads. I have been ten times elected 
president of the New York Central Rail- 
road by its 13,000 stockholders and never 
had a vote against me.

"Mr. Altgeld is an odd mixture. He is 
worth $3,000,000 or $4,000,000— far more 
than I am. The assertion of the people 
with whom he associates is that no man 
accumulates more than $1,000,000 in this 
world unless he steals it. I don't need to 
work out the problem any further. Alt- 
geld own the biggest building in Chicago. 
His cry is always for a division of property. 
He knows very well that the rest of trie 
people will not allow it, and he gets all the 
credit of being a reformer without endanger- 
ing his fortune. If he would practice his 
preaching he would divide his property 
first and then, after setting his example, 
call on the rest of the country to follow his 
lead."

WHY PROTECTION IS HEEDED. 



Internal Taxes and Deals With Gold 
Bugs Not the Way to Restore 
Prosperity. 



HARTFORD, Conn., April 9.— The ban- 
quet tendered Governor McKinley by the 
McKinley Club of this city this evening in 
Footguard Armory was a brilliant affair. 
Many of the State's most prominent men 
were present, including the entire Congres- 
sional delegation. Mr. McKinley was 
greeted with tremendous applause upon 
entering the hall. Five hundred persons 
sat down to the tables. John Addison 
Porter presided and introduced the speak- 
ers, who were Senators Hawley and Piatt, 
Lieutenant-Governor L. A. Cook, Con- 
gressman Henry, ex-Congressman J. R. 
Buck, Speaker Fessenden and Mayor 
Brainard. 

Governor Coffin introduced Governor 
McKinley, who spoke for nearly two hours. 
He was frequently interrupted by applause 
and was given an enthusiastic ovation at 
the close. 

Governor McKinley began with a tribute 
to the New England town-meeting princi- 
ple of self-government and its results in 
the country's history, and from a few 
words on the constitution of the United 
States passed to a description of politics. 
The Republican party, he said, invites the 
fullest discussion of its principles and 
skirks no responsibility. 

"Our foreign policy," he said, "for the 
most part during the past two years has 
fallen short of the lofty standard of a cen- 
tury ago and of more recent times as well. 
While in ourdomestic situation there is no 
cause for congratulation, this is not the 
time to indulge In terms of distrust or 
aggravation." 

Passing to the tariff, he declared that the 
Brice-Gorman-Wilson bill had reversed 
the wise revenue policy of the Government 
since its foundation, so that to-day more 
money is being collected from internal 
taxes than customs duties, the figures of 
Secretary Carlisle a few weeks ago showing 
that in 1894 the Government received $1.V>,- 
000,000 from internal taxes and $131,000,000 
from customs duties, laying the burden 
more directly on the people than at any 
time for thirty years. 

"The present administration." said he, 
"has transferred the burden of taxes from 
import goods of foreign countries to the 
incomes, investments and property of our 
own people. In less than two years the 
Government has been compelled to borrow 
$163,000,000. The people's distrust was 
produced by the falling off in the reve- 
nues." 

Governor McKinley severely criticized 
the bond contract made in secret with the 
financiers of Europe, which he termed the 
culmination of the hard-bargain business 
that began in November, 1892. Regarding 
the tariff legislation the speaker said : 

"There are those who say there must be 
no further asitation of the tariff and no at- 
tempt to change the tariff, but that we 
must rest our mighty enterprises and vast 
business enterprises upon the tariff legisla- 
tion of the last Congress and adjust them 
to it, however difficult that may be. That 
is what we are trying to do and will do as 
best we can, because we cannot for the 
next two years do otherwise. But it is no 
permanent settlement of the issue — only 
an enforced and impatient pause. 

"No Democrat is satisfied with the law, 
and the party is now sefking other issues to 
regain lost ground. They now promise to 
do for silver what they failed to do in 1892. 
The Republican party must restore the 
happy homes of 1892, and by the principle 
of protection, which would restore confi- 
dence at home and credit abroad." 

After calling attention to the strange 
spectacle of the greatest Government in 
the world without sufficient money from 
its own receipts to meet its ordinary ex- 
penses, he said that the way to stop loans 
was to stop deficiencies, both of which 
seem inseparable from the Democratic 
party. He closed with these words: 

"I fear the hazard Washington de- 
precated a century ago is still great, and 
that even now in the blaze of our marvel- 
ous education and progress there are those 
of our countrymen who, failing to appre- 
ciate our institutions, are 'too strongly 
prepossessed in favor of other systems.' "

Men Made Frantic by Trouble Take Their

OMAHA, Nebr., April 9.— Three well- 
known Omaha men committed suicide to- 
day.

John Sahler blew out his brains at his 
Omaha residence. He left a note attrib- 
uting his act to financial troubles. Sahler 
had been a banker, lawyer and lobbyist in 
Nebraska for a quarter of a century. In 
the past ten years he has attended every 
Legislature, and was the recognized king 
of a powerful lobby. 

J. J. Jones, an Omaha lawyer, wrote a 
long letter to the press and disappeared 
last night. He said he would be dead be- 
fore the letter was received. He claimed 
he had lost his wife's fortune and could not 
face her. His friends think his mind gave 
way and that he has suicided. 

Mansford C. Bailey, a Union veteran, blew 
out his brains in Omaha to-night. He at- 
tributed the act to domestic troubles.

DENVER, Colo., April 9.— Harry Waite, 
alias Frank Hamilton, was arrested to-day 
by city detectives on a telegram received 
from the Chief of Police of San Jose, Cal.

Hamilton is a clairvoyant and a spirit- 
ualist, and since he has been in Denver he 
has had an office on Welton street, near 
Seventeenth.

Hamilton is but 23 years of age, but he is 
an old companion of Jules Wallace, the 
spiritualistic medium who gained so much 
notoriety here and elsewhere.

The striking miners of Minersviile held 
a secret meeting last night. It has trans- 
pired that they appointed a committee to 
visit the non-union men who have taken 
their places and try to prevail on them to 
quit peaceablv. 

PITTSBURG, Pa.. April 9.-The Pitts- 
burg Railroad Coal Operators' Association 
issued a statement to the miners. In effect 
it says that the Ohio operators not only 
have the differential of !» cents a ton, but 
have an advantage in freight rates of 2% 
cents per ton. They make a final proposi- 
tion to the miners that they will stand the 
discrimination in rates, but the men must 
agree to work for the 60-cent rate prevail- 
ing in Ohio or the mineB will have to shut 
down this summer.

LONDON, Esq., April 9.— Replying to a 
question in the House of Commons to-day 
the Parliamentary Secretary to the Foreign 
Office, 8ir Edward Gray, said that the 
Government was aware that the United 
Stages had appointed a committee to in- 
quire into the feasibility of the plan for 
building a canal across Nicaragua to con- 
nect the Atlantic with the Pacific, but 
Great Britain would not appoint a com- 
mittee to co-operate with the United 
States committee unless the Government 
of the United States was desirous that 
Great Britain should do so. In reply to a 
question Sir Edward Gray said that in case 
the construction of the canal was proceeded 
with the Government would take steps to 
insure that British trade was placed on the 
same footing as that of other nations. 

In answer to Sir George Baden-Powell, 
Sir Edward Gray said that the Government 
had not received any proposition from the 
United States to summon a conference of 
powers concerned to deal with the seal 
fisheries of the North Pacific. 
! 8ir George Baden-Powell also as-xed 
whether Great Britain should refuse to join 
in such a conference as instructed on the 
lines suggested by the Paris tribunal of 
arbitration in 1893, but to the question Gray 
made no reply. Answering a question of 
Sir George Baden- Powell as to whether a 
petition had not been received from Can- 
ada, suggesting that in case of the failure 
of the United States Congress to appropri- 
ate the sum agreed upon under the Paris 
award and in view of the serious financial 
difficulties to the seal fisheries which have 
arisen, Great Britain would assume 
that portion of the award, pending a final 
settlement with the United States, Mr. 
Sidney Buxton, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Colonial Office, said, "I am in no 
position to answer that question." 

A. TECHNICAL EVASION. 

Bather Shrewd Diplomacy Practiced by 
English Statesmen. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 9.— It would 
appear that the answer made by Sir Ed- 
ward Gray in the House of Commons to- 
day to the question from Sir George Baden- 
Powell, that the Government had not re- 
ceived any proposal from the United States 
to summon a conference of the powers 
concerned to deal with the seal fisheries 
of the North Pacific, strongly resembles a 
technical evasion of the point. The cor- 
respondence with Great Britain relative to 
Bering Sea is just being published in 
pamphlet form by the State Department, 
and under date of January 23 last appears 
a note from Secretary Gresham to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Embassador, in 
which Secretary Gresham speaks of the 
deep solicitude on the part of the President 
with regard to the future of the seal herd, 
in view of the excessive number killed 
last season. The President had become 
convinced that the regulations in force had 
not operated to prevent the destruction of 
the herd, and unless a speedy change was 
made extermination must follow. Such a 
deplorable result should, if possible, be 
avoided. 

Therefore the President urged that a 
commission be appointed on the part of 
Great Britain, Russia, Japan and the 
United ^jtates to visit the North Pacific 
and report what measures might be 
adopted to protect the seals. Meanwhile 
Secretary Gresham proposed for the con- 
sideration of the three governments a 
modus Vivendi extending the scope of the 
present regulations so as to include the 
entire north Pacific from the coast of the 
United States to Asia north of the thirtieth 
degree, during the coming season, and pro- 
hibiting all sealing in Bering Sea, pending 
the report of the commission suggested. 
In conclusion the Secretary of State sug- 
gested the necessity for speedy action upon 
this proposition in view of the approaoh of 
the sealing season and the departure of the 
sealing vessels. 

As far as can be learned no answer has 
yet been received to this note from Great 
Britain.

BOSTON. Mass., April The steamer 
Ethelred of the Boston Fruit Company, 
which was fired upon by a Spanish gun- 
boat on its outward voyage to Jamaica, 
arrived here early to-day. She was im- 
mediately boarded by a reporter of the 
Associated Press, who interviewed Captain 
Hopkins, her commander, regarding the 
affair. The captain said : 

"On April 1 we were proceeding regu- 
larly, when at about 10 o'clock in the fore- 
noon, off Cape Maysi, we sighted a vessel, 
which we could not at first make out. We 
were about a mile from the shore when 
suddenly the stranger fired a blank shot 
across our bows. 

"This caused the greatest excitement on 
board my boat, the passengers on board 



SEATTLE, Wash. , April 9. — A Whatcom 
-special ■ says : The Post-Intelligencer cor- 
respondent returned at 2 A. x. from the 
scene of the terrible disaster at Blue Can- 
yon mine, fifteen miles from this city on 
Lake Whatcom, and is in possession of all 
the particnlars-now obtainable. 

The two men who escatied are Edward 
Gellon of Fairhaven, who was working 
at the outer switch in the mine, in com- 
pany with George Roberts and James 
Kerns. The latter was working with Ben 
Morgan in room 10, off the gangway, the 
outermost of all the works in which work 
was going on. 

The explosion occurred shortly before 3 
o'clock, when the shift would have been 
changed, and the miners were already 
.climbing the steep hill from the bunk- 
house to take the places of the men who 
were killed. 

The disaster was undoubtedly caused by 
an accumulation of firedamp which was 
exploded by a blast in the breast of the 
gangway. The face« of the men who were 
working in the breast were badly burned, 
but a majority of those who were working 
In the rooms off the gangway were only 
slightly disfigured by the fire, and many of 
them not at all. 

Physicians and miners saj that the men 
working in the breast must have been 
killed by the shock of the explosion, while 
the others succumbed to the afterdamp, as 
they slid down from the rooms to the 
gangway, then filled with deadly gas. 
This gangway is reached by a tunnel 780 
feet long, and the distance from the inter- 
section of the gangway to the breast where 
the explosion took place is about 1000 feet. 
The main air shaft reached the gangway 
about 100 feet from the tunnel ; and air is 
supplied by water-power, and which was 
not affected by the explosion. 

Kearns, the only miner who escaped 
from auy of the rooms, says that he was 
not stunned or even thrown down by the 
shock, though Morgan, who was working 
with him, was killed. Kearns' light was 
not extinguished, and he saw no fire. He 
slid down the chute to the gangway, losing 
his light in some way, and managed to 
make bis way in the darkness, in some 
miraculous manner, along the poisonous 
passage, over dead bodies at.d piles of coal 
loosened by the explosion, to the open air, 
but before he reached the entrance the 
work of rescue had already commenced. 

Out in the tunnel he met a party of 
brave miners groping their way inward as 
fast as the escape of the poisonous gases 
permitted. This party and others follow- 
ing, pushed their way into the mine and 
carried out one by one the bodies of 
the dead miners as they came upon them 
scattered along the gangway. The first 
body found was that of the mule-driver, 
lying beside the dead animal, 950 feet 
from the main entrance. From there to 
the fall of the gangway, a distance of 
about 800 feet, bodies were scattered along 
as they fell from the chutes leading to the 
rooms. 

Most of the bodies showed little evidence 
of the struggle, " and in most instances 
death apparently came quickly. McAn- 
drews' body was found buried under a slide 
of coal, and McNulty was upon his hands 
and knees about twenty yards from where 
he had been working, and had bis Hand- 
kerchief tied over his nose and mouth. 
When the correspondent left the mine, 
shortly before midnight, the work of wash- 
ing the faces and hands of tbe dead men 
bad just commenced. 

In tbe blacksmith-shop, near the en- 
trance to the main tunr.el, lie the black- 
ened bodies of twenty-three dead miners, 
while only two of all who were in the mine 
when the explosion occurred lived to tell 
the story of the frightful catastrophe and 
their own miraculous escape. 

Following are the names of the killed : 

Mine Superintendent David Y. Jones 
leases a widow ; Andrew Anderson, widow 
and one child. James Mc Andrews leaves 
a widow. James Kirkley leaves a widow. 
Kirk Clinske, widow and four children. 

All the others were single men. Their 
names are as follows:

The fruit-growers of this State are to 
have reduced rates for transportation of 
their fresh fruit to the East this season, 
and the relief comes from an unexpected 
source, a combination apparently between 
the Southern Pacific Company and P. D. 
Armour, the wealthy Chicago packer, 
whereby a new refrigerator company, called 
the "Fruit-growers' Express," comes into 
the field and offers a reduction on refriger- 
ation charges of from $35 to $90 per car of 
24,000 pounds, from points in California to 
the Eastern markets. 

We are inaebted to the Sacramento Bee 
for tbe following information concerning 
the new company : It is a well-known fact 
that, aside from the profit retained by the 
refrigerator companies tor themselves, and 
the extra charge imposed by the Southern 
Pacific for hauling cars "over the hill," 
each refrigerator company pays to the com- 
mission houses a bonus of from $25 to $40 
on each carload of fruit shipped by its line. 
This, too, is ultimately assessed to the 
shipper, being included in the schedule of 
$125 refrigerator charge to Chicago. 

It is to be remembered, too, that under 
the old rates all excess over over 24,000 
pounds pays the proportionate 100-pound

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Whether you raise hogs, horses, cows or 
poultry, it will pay to buy a good treatise 
upon the subject, and study it before in- 
vesting too largely, unless you are thor- 
oughly advised concerning the business. 
Often "one learns from books in a few mo- 
ments what might not otherwise be 
learned in years. 

Raisins and prunes as well as some other 
fruits, are sold by the producer for from 
3*4 to 6 cents per pound, while the con- 
sumer pays from 8 to 30 cents per pound. 
Our readers are invited to write to the 
Agricultural Editor of the Call, giving 
suggestions as to the best method of saving 
to the producer some of the profits now 
given to middle men. 

James Boyd of Riverside stated the phil- 
osophy of the question whether it pays to 
raise one crop or many, very neatly, when 
he said that' if one is sure of a big crop and 
high prices it often pays to raise one crop 
to the exclusion of others. If the market 
is unsteady the growing of several differ- 
ent crops may equalize the profits, or at 
least prevent unusual loss. That is the 
situation in a nutshell.

Colonel Philo Hersey, president of the 
Santa'.Clara County Fruit Exchange, in an 
interview on the outlook of the fruit crop, 
says: 

"There is little speculation on the part 
of Eastern buyers, who continue to send in 
orders from day to day as the goods are 
needed. It is impossible to. tell even ap- 
proximately how much of last year's ship- 
ment of fruit is now unsold in the East. 
The parties who hold the fruit there refuse 
to state the amount, though it is not very 
large, as they continue to order from day 
to day through their California agents. 
Trade is quite uniform. The stocks held 
in the East are going into the retailers' 
hands regularly and freely. Prices are not 
high and there seems to be no buoyancy 
of feeling among producers and dealers of 
an increase in prices. The fruit market is 
one in which the bears have the best of it. 
There is 140 cars of last year's fruit re- 
maining in the valley, the bulk of which is 
prunes. The amount of fruit remaining in 
the valley is about the same as that of last 
year at this time, while in the East the 
stock on hand is less than that held at this 
time last year. 

"I should advise those having on hand a 
stock of apricots in good selling condition 
not to sell at present, but to hold it over 
until next year. The severe frost that vis- 
ited this vicinity and Vacaville some weeks 
ago, together with the frost of April 4. 
will reduce the crop of apricots one-half 
that of 1894. Peaches, cherries and pears 
are slightly injured by the freeze of April 
4, while the damage to prunes cannot be 
estimated, as the effects of the cold will 
not be manifested until the middle of 
June. The half-grown prune, if the pit 
has been injured, withers and falls, al- 
though the greater proportion af prunes 
injured at this stage will turn yellow and 
drop off when the size of grains of wheat. 
If there be no more frosts or freeaes and no 
continued cold spells between now and 
May 15 we may expect a fair crop of prunes 
and peaches, and possibly an average crop 
of cherries. 

California will be the great horticult- 
ural empire of the United States. It is the 
section to which all other sections north of 
the Gulf States must look for early and for 
semi-tropical fruits. 

There are many fruits which canuot be 
grown elsewhere, and many which here 
only reach their greatest development. 

There are others which can be grown in 
other sections which grow here so much 
more thriftily, and bear so much more 
prolifically, that our growers are enabled 
to practically control the market. 
■ A peach orchard in Delaware thaf gives 
a crop once in two years is considered val- 
uable property. In California peaches 
bear continuously, and the crop is at least 
30 per cent greater.

Four of the six favorites won, and the 
talent had a very good dav of it. 

Ed Sachs rather startled the ring by 
pulling off the first race with Tillie S, who 
Las been shelved for some time. Blizzard 
at even money and Kelson, the one-eyed 
demon, at 2]4 to 1, were the played horses 
Sn the race, but entering the stretch third 
to them. Tillie S came on and won handily 
from Xelson, with Blizzard a fair third. 

Starting at 6 to 5 in the second race, a 
six-furlong affair, Frondeur won in a drive 
from Grotto, who. had he not been jostled 
and cut off at the half, would certainly 
iiave won. Tobey, with 20 to 1 against 
him, finished third. 

The purse hung up for the third race, 
five and a half furlongs, for light welter- 
weights, might just as well have been paid 
over to John Robbins beforehand, for start- 
ing a 3 to 10 favorite, Mollie R won gallop- 
ing from the Julia Martin filly. The Le- 
dette tilly came fast, finishing a close third. 

Before Barnej Schreiber left for the 
East, he forgot to tell his friends that Jack 
Richelieu could run a good mile; but they 
discovered the fact for themselves yester- 
day. Opening at 3 to 1, he receded "to 5 to 
1. and was pounded down to twos at post 
time, starting equal favorite with Wheel of 
Fortune. Rear Guard receded in the bet- 
ting as well as the balance of the starters. 
There was never anv doubt about who 
would win, for Jack Richelieu galloped in 
front all the way and won with ridiculous 
ease, running the mile inl:41'^. Wheel 
of Fortune made a good run in the stretch, 
beating Murietta a length for the place. 

The Lark made a show of his field in the 
steeplechase, starting a 9 to 10 favorite, and 
won pulling up from Haymarket.

The last race on the card was reserved 
for the uncorkings. Xephew, who started 
on four lees and finished on two borrowed 
from another horse in the race, opened a 
■loot favorite, but from the force of money 
that went in on Fly and Examiner, he 
closed at 4 to 1 in the betting. 

Fly took the lead soon after the flag fell 
and it looked at one time as though be 
would waiK in, but when Nephew came at 
him in the stretch he passed it over and 
finished second, three lengths in front of 
Ataric, another good thing in the race. 

The winner, I»ephew, a verv game horse, 
pulled up in a very sorry plight. In fact 
he was so lame that were a poor huckster 
to drive down one of the prominent thor- 
oughfares with a horse in the same condi- 
tion he would be working off Police Court 
fines for six months to come. Gameness is 
admired in all thoroughbreds, but when a 
poor crippled brute is sent to the post and 
only runs because goaded on by whip and 
spur racing ceases to be a sport and loses 
the respect of all humane people.

Rolla is a Thibet mastiff, and if now on 
his native heath would be following the 
peaceful occupation of guarding cattle, or 
the more warlike one of playing sentinel 
before some citizen's door. The Thibet 
mastiff is much valued by the inhabitants 
of that far-off country because of his in- 
telligence and gentleness, as well as fierce- 
ness when the occasion arises.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 9.— The con- 
vention of turfmen called to organize a 
sporting league quickly concluded its busi- 
ness, when it finally got to work this after- 
noon. The meeting was called to order by 
Colonel William Edwards of this city, who 
introduced Major P. P. Johnson, president 
of the National Trotting Association, as 
temporary chairman, with W. H. Gocher 
of Cleveland as secretary. 

J. Johnson called attention to the neces- 
sity of organizing a league. He said it was 
not proposed to make the league an aggres- 
sive organization. 

"The very fact," said he, "that we are 
prepared will make it unnecessary to 
tight." He said every effort would be 
made to keep the membership of the league 
on the very highest plane, and that nobody 
who was objectionable would be admitted. 

The committee reported a charter which 
gives the name of the organization as the 
American League, and its object to encour- 
age and protect the many sports and the 
business interests connected with them. 

The constitution which was adopted pro- 
vides for a president, secretary and treas- 
urer and vice-presidents, each State having 
a subordinate league and also a board of 
control, consisting of the president and 
vice-president. The affairs of the league 
are to be managed by the board of control. 
There is also to be a general assembly to 
consist of one delegate from each subordi- 
nate league. This assembly shall make all 
| the by-laws, elect the olhcers and receive 
reports from the treasurer and secretary- 
Subordinate leagues must consist of not 
less than ten members, the membership 
and officers to be reported to the main 
league upon its organization. The mem- 
bership fee is fixed at $1, but the board of 
control can in emergencies assess each 
member in a sum not to exceed $1 in any 
one year. 

The following officers were elected: Pres- 
ident, Major P. P. Johnson of Lexington, 
Ky. ; vice-presidents — W. F. Millikcn of 
Maine, J. M. Forbes of Massachusetts, 
Hon. W. C. Clark of New Hampshire, 
Judge Leslie \V. Russell of New York, 
Colonel A. L. Snowden of Pennsylvania, 
F. S. Goertan of Illinois, Frank McKeen of 
Indiana, Colonel Z. Clay of Kentucky, 
Hon. C. L. Benjamin of Michigan, C. R. 
Allen of Ohio, Norman J. Coleman of Mis- 
souri and Colonel A. A. Pope of Connecti- 
cut. W. H. Gocher of Cleveland was made 
secretary. 

A fund was raised to pay all the imme- 
mediate expenses of the league.

ALASKA BOUNDARY LINE, 



Another Survey to Be Made to 
Determine the Southern 
End. 



TO START NORTH TO-MORROW. 



Six Parties Equipped to Establish 
the Line at Portland 
Inlet. 



As a result of correspondence between 
the Canadian Government and that of 
this country another effort is to be at once 
made to settle definitely the Alaskan 
boundary line in the vicinity of Portland 
Inlet. Superintendent Duttield of the 
United States Coast and Geodetic' Survey 
at Washington has wired orders instruct- 
ing surveyors to proceed northward at 
once. Accordingly Professor George 
Davidson has been fitting out survey 
parties, and they will leave on the coast 
survey steamer Patterson to-morrow at 8 

P. M. 

The work to be done will not cover the 
chief point in dispute in the Alaskan 
boundary controversy, which is whether 
Forty-mile Creek, a tributary of the Yukon 
River and the scene of some rich recent 
gold strikes, is tinder British or American 
dominion, but it will fix beyond question 
the southern end of the line. To attempt 
to decide the point at issue would neces- 
sitate the running of the hundred and 
forty-first meridian all over again. This 
meridian is agreed upon as the longitudinal 
boundary line from Mount St. Elias north- 
ward to the Arctic Ocean, and according to 
the published maps Forty-mile Creek is 
just to the west of it and therefore in 
American territory. 

There has been a general disagreement, 
however, between the British and Ameri- 
can Governments over the meandering 
boundary line which runs down the coast 
from Mount St. Elias to Portland Inlet, 
following a parallel which is about ten 
marine leagues inland. The British Gov- 
ernment holds that the "outside shore 
line" should be followed, whereas the 
American Government has succeeded in 
having the boundary line follow at the 
distance mentioned, the "inside shore." 
If the "outside shore" contention were 
yielded to it would give England the pos- 
session of much of the coast and also part, 
even, of the Alexander archipelago. 

Professor Davidson has fitted out two 
astronomical and fourtriangulation parties, 
which are to co-operate in the waters of 
the archipelago named. Thetrianpulation 
will be confined mostly to Portland Inlet 
and the approaches thereto from Dixon 
Sound — quite a diliicult task, by the way, 
owing to the fact that the rocky shores 
there receive the full force of the ocean 
swell. 

The two astronomical parties will be 
stationed respectively at Marys Island 
(just north of Dixon Sound), and Seattle, 
Wash., E. F. Dickins to have charge of 
the former and Fremont Morse that of the 
latter. Between these two stations nine 
chronometers will be carried at intervals 
by passenger steamers for two months to 
establish the chronometer longitude of 
Marys Island. Seattle being connected 
with" San Francisco and Greenwich by tel- 
ecraph. The Seattle station will occupy 
the grounds of the old University of the 
State of Washington. Two of the chiefs of 
the triangulation parties will come from 
the East, and will probably unite with 
their collaborateurs at Seattle. All the 
survey equipage, however, is from this 
citv. 

Captain E. K. Moore of the United States 
navy is in command of the steamer Pat- 
terson, and will have charge of the hydro- 
graphic work in the unsurveyed. region in 
Alexanaer archipelago, extending from 
Dixon Sound to the head of Lynn canal, in 
latitude 59 deg. On his trip north he will 
take the outfit of the land parties, and 
will carry Assistants Morse and Dickins to 
their respective destinations. He will also 
take up with him in tow when he leaves 
Seattle the survey schooner Earnest, 
loaded with coal, and the large steam 
launch Fuca, the latter being intended for 
use in the Portland canal.

AfTectlng Meeting With His Sister— He- 
Gaughey Will Be Charged With 
Murder To-Day. 



Dr. Plouf, who was recently shot and 
mortally wounded on Market street, died 
last night. His assailant, McOaughey, 
will be charged with murder to-day. 

His heart's greatest longing was gratified 
yesterday morning at 10:45 o'clock, when 
Mrs. Louise Edwards, his sister, arrived. 
The meeting between the dying man and 
the sorrow-burdened woman is described 
as being inexpressibly sad. Dr. Plouf was 
gently sleeping when Mrs. Edwards came 
into the room, but her presence seemed to 
penetrate the very soul of the wounded 
and dying sleeper, for with a slight start 
his eyes slowly opened and rested upon her. 

"Louise," softly exclaimed the dying 
man, feebly rising and stretching out his 
arms at the same time, "now I can go," 
and he fell back unconscious. Since then 
he has been in a perfect stupor and the end 
is expected at any moment. 

Mrs. Edwards left Boston last Wednes- 
day night. The long rapid journey, com- 
bined with the knowledge that death hov- 
ers near, has completely prostrated her, 
and it is feared that serious illness will 
result. 

Monday another bullet was cut from Dr. 
Plouf, making two that have been ex- 
tracted. The last bullet had passed nearly 
through the body and then worked itself 
to t he surface under the left shoulder. Dr. 
McLain made a slicht incision and secured 
the ball. It did not show the slighiest 
scratch or indentation, appearing just as 
when it came from the mold. A few days 
ago Dr. Plouf was informed that he was 
dying and likely to go at any moment. 

"I am readv to go," he said, "but I will 
not die until I have seen my sister."

Orviswill read a paper on "Tuberculosis 
in Animals and Its Conimunicability to 
Man." Dr. William A. Edwards and Dr. 
Leland E. Cofer will give the convention 
their ideas in a paper entitled "Notes on 
the Hygienic Condition of School Build- 
ings — Some Practical Hints on the Man- 
agement of School Children."

The little schaoner Star of Freedom, 
which was stolen from her moorings on 
the mud fiats nearly two months ago, has 
turned up at La Paz. Bartels, who ran 
away with the vessel, has fallen into the 
hands of the Mexican authorities and has 
about reached the end of his rope. The 
robbery was one of the most barefaced acts 
of barratry ever known on the bay. The Star 
of Freedom is owned by Captain Johnson, 
and he left her in charge of a watchman 
while he went to sea in another vessel. 
Bartels tried to charter the Star of Free- 
dom, but Johnson, who knew his past 
record, would have nothing to do with 
him. 

When the owner was away Bartels hypno- 
tized the watchman and the two men sailed 
away with the schooner. 

As the vessel could not be cleared the 
papers of the schooner Nathalie were 
stolen. The Mexican authorities, not 
liking the appearance of the papers, 
decided to detain the vessel until her cap- 
tain could give a better account of him- 
self. 

The steamer Willamette Valley reached 
La Paz on Monday, and Captain von 
Helms told the story of the theft to the 
Custom-house people. Captain Johnson 
received a telegram from \ on Helms yes- 
terday, which stated that Bartels had been 
arrested, and asking for advice in the mat- 
ter. 

'' I telegraphed to Captain von Helms to 
prosecute the fellow," said Johnson, yes- 
terday, "and I will try and have him ex- 
tradited. I knew that Bartels would come 
to the end of his rope sooner or later, and 
I have been looking up the law in the case. 
It is a clear case of piracy, and the penalty 
for piracy is death. I don't know that I 
shall insist upon the extreme penalty, for 
hanging is too good for a fellow like that." 

RETURNED PR0M_THE SOUTH, 

Tourist Bein Saw No Signs of Trouble 
in Central America. 
William Bein, who is connected with the 
commission-house of J. 0. Meyerink, re- 
turned from an extended trip through Cen- 
tral America and Mexico on the steamer 
San Juan. Mr. Bein left last January for 
the.ostcnsible purpose of visiting his cof- 
fee plantation in Guatemala. As a result 
of his inspection Mr. Bein reports that 
there will be a heavy coffee crop this 
season. 

After satisfying himself about coffee Mr. 
Bein visited other places, and being an old 
member of the German army he with true 
martial ardor looked about for the trouble 
which it was reported was pending between 
Mexico and Guatemala. He reports 
though, that he saw no signs of trouble in 
either country, and says it was more news- 
paper talk than anything else.

San Francisco has secured the admira- 
tion of Los Angeles by adopting the policy 
which has made that city one of the hanu"- 
somestand most prosperous in the country. 

It did not need the Valley road project 
to discover to us the presence of Silurians, 
for the cobblestones in the streets of San 
Francisco have been proclaiming the fact 
for years. 

The first man who drove a pick into the 
ground at Stockton for the Valley road 
was a poor laborer, and the only recom- 
pense that he desired was the honor of 
striking tbe first manual blow at monopoly. 

Many Eastern cities are announcing 
themselves as candidates for the honor of 
entertaining the next Republican National 
Convention, and every one of them regards 
San Francisco as the most dangerous of 
rivals. 

The Santa Rosa girls who are being 
voted for to see which shall serve as Queen 
of the Carnival are all so pretty that the 
roses thereabout are beginning to wonder 
if they have any right to their vaunted 
boast of beauty. 

(iThe climate of Canada has already 
proved agreeable to Mr. Buckley on one 
occasion, and now that another Grand 
Jury is in session it is consoling to reflect 
on the beauties of the panorama revealed 
by the Heights of Abraham. 

The proposal to enlarge the use of the 
Public Library by allowing free access to 
reference books is a good one, and if the 
management is not able to carry it out in 
the present quarters it will be high time to 
begin an agitation for a suitable library 
building. 

It needed only the Call's suggestion to 
Induce the enterprising residents of Visalia 
to secure pledges from shippers to patron- 
ize the people's road. This recalls the fact 
that this charming city of the forested 
plains was named for a Mr. Vise, and that 
when bis namesake gets a vise-like grip on 
this railroad proposition it will bold on 
till it hears the thunder of the people's 
train. ■ 

It is another evidence of improving busi- 
ness that the Journal of Commerce has in- 
creased in size and now appears a larger 
and completer paper than ever. This in- 
crease in size should be accompanied by an 
even greater increase in public support, for 
tbe Journal has been identified with tbe 
business interests of the City and the 6i£te 
for more than a quarter of a century and 
certainly deserves to share in the coming 
prosperity. 

The Visalia Times expresses grateful sur- 
prise that the Call's writers know what 
they are talking about, and cites our treat- 
ment of Visalia's proposition to tne peo- 
ple's road project as evidence of the fact. 
The Timet will not be the only one of our 
interior exchanges to discover that the 
Call is first of all a newspaper for Califor- 
nia, her people and her prosperity, and 
that a requisite of this policy is an ade- 
quate knowledge of the State and her 
needs. 



UNITED OALIIOENIA. 

The circular issued by the Half-million 
Club, in reference to the proposed excur- 
sion through the State, is prefaced by the 
words "New, United, Progressive Cali- 
fornia.' ' There is a whole sermon in these 
few words and their significance should 
not be lost upon any citizen to whom the 
circular comes. 

If any emphasis is to be laid upon one 
of these words more than another the 
word "united" should receive it. In this 
single word is summed up all that is 
brightest in the present and all that is 
most hopeful in the future. A united 
California must mean a new California, for 
it implies the termination of all the local 
jealousies and sectional prejudices that 
have been such a disturbing element in the 
past; and it means also a progressive Cali- 
fornia, for we can have nothing but prog- 
ress and prosperity when all sections of 
the State work together for the general 
good. 

It was a happy thought of the Half- 
million Club to begin its circular with 
words so impressive and suggestive. They 
will bring to every mind a thousand ideas 
of co-operation and a profound sentiment 
of State patriotism. There are few Cali- 
fornians at this time who are not animated 
with a genuine State pride and a keen 
desire to assist in the advancement of the 
commonwealth. In giving assistance to 
the fiestas in the south, the Half-million 
Club is setting an example which we may 
be sure the south will reciprocate when- 
ever San Francisco undertakes anything 
that will redound to the glory of the whole 
State. 

Every citizen can rightly rejoice in the 
new aspect of affairs. There is but one 
California and her people at last have 
begun to realize the true greatness of her 
indivisable unity. From this time for- 
ward but one purpose will animate all 
Californians and that will be to bring 
about the speedy realization of all that is 
meant by "New, United and Progressive 
California.'' 

THE EAILEOAD BEGUN. 

The actual physical work which is to 
end in realizing the hopes of California for 
competition in rail transportation has been 
beeun at Stockton, where the engineers 
have started with the setting of stakes. 
Although it will require a few davs in 
which to run the lines through the city, 
the work is not experimental or for "boom" 
purposes, as railroad surveying so often 
is. It is the actual necessary work pre- 
liminary to construction, and hence it con- 
stitutes tbe beginning of construction. 

It was the promptness of Stockton in 
agreeing to the terms of the railroad 
directors that made this beginning possi- 
ble. It is true that the energetic men of 
the city, in their canvass of the local re- 
sources, have discovered a number of 
wealthy men whose fortunes would be 
greatly increased by the new road, yet who 
refuse to subscribe anything to aid it. But 
the broad people who are forwarding the 
enterprise are not a whit discouraged by 
that. They know that in every community 
must exist men without pride, patriotism 
or conscience— leeches on the enterprise of 
the thrifty, and as lacking in industry as 
in manliness. The worthy men of that 
city have the consolation of reflecting that 
the time has passed when these drones 
are immune from the punishment which 
they deserve. There are a great many 
ways in which greed can be punished, and 
the people of Stockton know what they are 
and how to employ them. 

Preceding the engineers who are running 
the lines will be agents or directors of the 
company dealing with the property-owners 
for a right of way. Alreadv some hand- 
some offers have been made, and it all 
seems clear sailing. It is a time when 
manhood and independence prove infec- 
tious. One strong man's example will be 
sufficient to direct the conduct of many 
weak ones who may be wavering between 
greed and enterprise. The proposition that 
every land-owner will make a handsom e 
profit out of the gift of a right of way 
through his land is so clear that the one 
who holds out for a price will be regarded 
as inviting such an opinion at the hands 
of his neighbors as few men have the cour- 
age to invite. 

But it should not be forgotten for a sin- 
gle moment that a pledge to patronize the 
new road is one of tbe elements most es- 
sential to the success of the enterprise. 
Such a pledge means far more than a prom- 
ise to support the road ; above and be- 
yond that meaning is the one which pro- 
claims a desire to see California prosper, 
and hence the pledge to support the road 
is a pledge of patriotism and a proclama- 
tion of good citizenship. The Call's 
pledge is accessible to all on the line of 
the road. Those who have their own 
reasons for not wishing their names to be 
published will be protected, but it is ad- 
visable that they sign, nevertheless. 

IMMEDI ATE BE SULTS. 

The strongest encouragement that San 
Francisco has received to put forth all her 
energy in bnilding up the State has been 
furnished by D. M. Carmen, the energetic 
chairman of the Half-million Club's trans- 
portation committee, upon bis return from 
Los Angeles, whither he went to make 
arrangements for the excursion from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles and Santa Bar- 
bara on the occasion of the fiestas there. 
He reported as follows: 

"I had an opportunity during the even- 
ing of seeing what has made it possible for 
Los Angeles to produce the finest display 
of its kind that America has ever seen. 
The business tact, the system, the energy 
and the public spirit evinced by the com- 
mitteemen are a guarantee that even their 
great undertaking will be carried to suc- 
cessful completion. It also explains why 
Los Angeles has made such strides during 
an unprecedented period of commercial 
depression. I heard while there no com- 
plaints of bard times, but did bear one 
merchant say that he was convinced San 
Francisco had taken a new lease of life and 
was the coming place in which to make 
money. He had beard of the changed con- 
ditions and thought that San Francisco 
awake was the best city he knew of." 

It is not difficult to imagine what this 
City might have been long ago if the spirit 
that is now stirring our people had been 
earlier awakened. The hearty co-opera- 
tion of Los Angeles is particularly com- 
mendable, and is what might have been 
expected from a city which has shown so 
much public spirit and has secured results 
■o remarkable. 

The excursions are to be the greatest af- 
fairs of the kind ever seen in California. 
Every town and city included in the itin- 
erary is preparing to give the excursionists 
royal entertainment without charge. The 
train from San Francisco southward will 
be a luxurious affair of vestibuled Pull- 
man sleeping-cars, with a dining-car fur- 
nished with bath, barber-shop and the 
li ke. It will leave the city next Monday 
at 4 r. si., and will remain a half hour at 
Merced and another half hour at Fresno. 
There will be side trips to Santa Barbara, 
Riverside, Rcdlands, Pasadena, Mount 
Lowe and other places of interest in the 
south. 

The train from Los Angeles northward 
will leave Monday evening, the 22d inst., 
and will stop at Bakersfield, Tulare, 



Porterville, Fresno, Merced, Stockton, 
Sacramento, Auburn, Napa, Santa Rosa, 
Mcnlo Park, Palo Alto, San Jose, Los Ga- 
tos and Monterey. Ukiah is asking that 
an excursion be sent thither, and no doubt 
arrangements will be made to that end. 

The small charge to be made for tickets 
for these excursions is the least of the in- 
ducements offered. The itineraries in- 
clude many of the choicest and most 
picturesque parts of California, and will 
disclose a variety of scenery and indus- 
tries that will be astonishing to a stranger. 
The trip through the San Joaquin Valley 
will show the great Sierras with their 
everlasting crowns of snow on the east, 
the dark slopes of the Coast Range on the 
west, and vast level plains covered with 
grain fields, vineyards and orchards. In 
the southern part of the State, besides the 
vineyards and the orchards of oranges, 
lemons and deciduous fruits, will be seen 
beautiful cities luxuriously embowered in 
semi-tropic verdure. At Penryn and 
Auburn the stranger finds himself in the 
heart of the gold country; at Napa, Santa 
Rosa and San Jose beautiful cities sur- 
rounded by orchards ; at Menlo Park the 
country mansions of the San Francisco 
millionaires, with their splendid gardens; 
at Palo Alto the Stanford University, and 
at Monterey a quaint and charming old 
Spanish town, where the State of Cali- 
fornia was born, and where the matchless 
bay of Monterey awaits the coming of 
ships from all the nations. 



AETEE THE VETO. 

The message which Mayor Sutro sub- 
mitted to the Board of Supervisors giving 
his reasons for not signing the bituminous 
rock ordinance was very brief, but its con- 
ciseness fell in no way short of making 
clesr the good and sufficient reasons on 
which his action was based. These rea- 
sons were four. The ordinance practically 
excluded the shipment of bituminous rock 
by vessels. It thereby excluded mines at 
a distance from competing in furnishing 
the rock. It substantially created a 
monopoly in favor of Santa Cruz mines, 
and also a monopoly in transportation in 
favor of the Southern Pacific of Kentucky, 
and finally by reason of certain specifica- 
tions regarding the nature of the bitumin- 
ous rock required, it threatened to exclude 
the use of bitumen for street paving alto- 
gether. 

With this terse veto it is to be hoped the 
attempted job will be ended, and that 
even those men who favored the ordinance 
will now abandon it. Certainly there can 
be no hope of passing it over the veto, for 
tbe Mayor is sustained in the board by 
four incorruptible guardians of the public 
interest, and it ia not likely that all of the 
"affiliated eight" will remain solid for the 
job after it has been so clearly exposed and 
so strongly condemned. 

It is probable that some of the Super- 
visors who voted for the ordinance in the 
first place did so through an honest mis- 
take of judgment. Such men should not 
lose this opportunity to separate them- 
selves from evil company and come over 
on the right side. There is much work in 
the way of municipal improvement to be 
done in this City, and every Supervisor 
who makes a conscientious endeavor to 
carry out such work by clean, honest, 
economical methods will gain the esteem 
of his fellow-citizens and a popular com- 
mendation that will be of great value to 
him in all the walks of life. This, there- 
fore, is the time for honest men to stand up 
and get into line. Let this job be buried 
where it has fallen, and no more of the 
kind be undertaken. 



THE NE XT CONV ENTION. 

In commenting upon the discussion con- 
cerning the place of holding the next Re- 
publican National Convention, the Wash- 
ington Star says that if it were not for the 
lack of telegraph facilities and cost of go- 
ing so far to the convention it might be 
that San Francisco would be selected. 

Here is a case where San Francisco might 
justly exclaim with Shakespeare "If me no 
its." There is truly no occasion for ifs in 
this matter. Why say "if it were not for 
the lack of telegraph facilities" when every 
well-informed man knows there is no such 
lack ? Did not the Examiner once duplicate 
in Washington every word of the paper 
issued in San Francisco on the same morn- 
ing that it appeared here? Did not this is- 
sue contain ten times as many words as 
would be necessary concerning any con- 
vention? Was not the Washington edi- 
tion printed on time for the breakfast 
table? With such evidence of the tele- 
graph facilities of San Francisco on record, 
why should there be at this time any ifs 
about the matter? 

The "if" in regard to the cost of attend- 
ing the convention is even less justifiable 
than that concerning tbe telegraph facili- 
ties. It will cost Eastern men no more to 
come to California than it will cost Califor- 
nians to go East. The fact that those re- 
quired to come here will exceed in number 
those who might be required to go there, 
does not affect the issue, for the cost is to be 
computed for individuals and not for the 
whole convention. In addition to this it 
should be remembered that the trip across 
the continent is one that every statesman 
and aspiring statesman ought to take. Cal- 
ifornians who are to participate in National 
legislation must of course go East. Is it 
not fair, therefore, to require that Eastern 
men who propose to legislate for the Nation 
should occasionally came West? 

The Star admits "the newspaper men 
would vote heartily for San Francisco and 
would enjoy a trip out there beyond all 
question. " Why then should it doubt that 
all tbe delegates to the convention would 
be of tbe same mind? Tbere is no good 
reason against holding the convention 
here and a thousand for it. San Francisco 
is in fact the ideal place for such a gather- 
ing, and when the arguments in its favor 
are fully presented, we believe the National 
Committee will admit their force and the 
next convention will be held here. 



THE PROPOSITION AMENDED, 

I'iwVi Timet. 

We publish an editorial to-day from the San 
Francisco Call which sets forth In a convinc- 
ing way the reasons why the competing rail- 
road should be built through this county and 
the city of Visalia. The Call Is making an 
effort to be a State newspaper, and if it has 
men on its staff as well acquainted with every 
county as the writer of tbe editorial which we 
reproduce la with Tulare County It will 
soon distance Its competitors. All the Call 
says about Tulare County is trne, and a resi- 
dent could not have stated tbe situation with 
more force and clearness. It seems that the 
proposition of our Board of Trade is satisfac- 
tory to the directors of the San Francisco and 
San Joaquin Valley Railroad with the excep- 
tion that the pledge to ship freight over the 
new road is not signed. 

The committee which leaves Visalia to-night 
for San Francisco will take with them the writ, 
ten pledges of the merchants of this city to 
patronize the road when it is built. There was 
no objection on the part of the business men 
to signing the pledge as tbe new road will 
have virtually no competition when It reaches 
Visalia. Tbs Southern Pacific has no road lead- 
ing to this city, and tbe easiest and most direct 
way to get freight will be over the new road. 
The first proposition was thought to be suffi- 
cient for the reason that most of the business 
men subscribed for stock In the road and it 
was the opinion that nothing more could be 
asked. However, we are willing to amend the 
proposition in any reasonable way, and we will 



submit a pledge to patronize the road with the 
offer to give the right of way through the 
county and depot ground In this city and a 
subscription of $25,000 to the stock. That 
is more that has been offered by any other 
county In the State, and we think ought be per- 
fectly satisfactory to the promoters of the new 
road. 



AROUND THE COBRIDORS. 



"Times are getting much better for the stock- 
men," said S. S. Baylcy, formerly of Modoc 
County, yesterday, as he chatted with old ac- 
quaintances in trie corridors of the Lick House. 
"The price of beef is going up, and if the Btock- 
raisers will only hold back a little and not 
force their cattle on the market they may com- 
mand their own prices. 

"It was not very long ago that the stock- 
raisers in Nevada had no market for their cat- 
tle,. If they shipped them to this city they re- 
ceived only five cents a pound on the hoof, and 
then had to pay the freight. Now the Eastern 
people have come into the market, and the 
Nevada men are receiving seven cents a pound 
net on the ground. 

"The slaughtering of cattle here on commis- 
sion is what has injured the business more 
than anything else. By that system the 
slaughterer made from $60 to $100 off the cat- 
tle he killed, while the original producer was 
lucky if he quit even on the freight. The 
changing of all this is now possible, because of 
the altered conditions, and whether or not it 
shall be done rests entirely in the hands of the 
stock-raisers." 

E. C. Farnsworth, Mayor of Visalia ; William 
H. Hammond, County Clerk of Tulare County; 
Ben M. Maddox, editor and proprietor of 
the Visalia Times, and E. O. Miller are mem- 
bers of a delegation of Visalia citizens which 
is sent to lay the claims to recognition of that 
city before the Board of Directors of the -new 
valley railroad, and to state to them what that 
city would do in the matter of rights of way, 
subscriptions to stock and so forth. Through 
courtesy to the board the members of the dele- 
gation declined last night to state what in- 
ducements they were authorized to offer. One 
of them said, however: "You may say that in 
comparison with the wealth of the two cities 
Visalia will do five times as much as Stockton 
has done." 

"I sincerely hope," said Banker Hewlett of 
Stocktor»at the Union League Club yesterdaY, 
"that this building of the new railroad will 
not result in a boom In real estate in our sec- 
tion. A boom or any sudden increase in land 
values retards rather than helps the develop- 
ment of a country in my opinion. The new 
railroad will bring in new people, most of 
whom will become actual settlers. These then 
should be permitted to secure homes at bed- 
rock prices and share in whatever gradual rise 
in values which may and surely will follow. 
In this way all will benefit, and you know that 
the true prosperity of auy country depends 
largely upon the prosperity of all its citizens." 

"I have Just received a telegram from Direc- 
tor-General de Young expressing his profound 
sorrow over the museum robbery at Golden 
Gate Park," said Colonel K. B. Brown at 
the Palace Hotel last night. "The general 
Informs me that he U heartbroken over the 
rascality of the miscreants who purloined the 
coins and gems, but he asks me to assure the 
good people of San Francisco that he will 
duplicate the pillered treasures if it 
ten times their original value."

Queen Victoria has just lost the last royal 
servant who knew her as a child. O.Fleming 
entered the service of the Duchess of Kent in 
1830, and was transferred to the Queen's house- 
hold In the year of her accession. He retired 
in 1886, and died on March 3, aged 79. The 
Queen manifested her nsual sympathetic in- 
terest in the illness of Mr. Fleming, and on his 
decease sent a wreath bearing the inscription, 
"A word ol sincere regret toafalthful servant- 
Victoria." 

As traveler, writer, editor, hotel-keeper and 
dealer in real estate tbe lata Maturin M. Ballou 
of Boston was a remarkable man. In his later 
years— he was 75— his liking for travel became 
a passion, and he was in Egypt when he died. 
Mr. Ballou was the talented son of a famous 
father, Rev. Hose* Ballou having been one of 
the most noted divines in New England half a 
century ago.

Commander Booth Is Prepar- 
ing a Salvation Army 
Manifesto. 



Ensign McFee Shows What Each 
School Donated to the Home 
Poor. 



Commander Ballington Booth has in 
preparation a manifesto, which he 
will issue to the Salvation Army next 
Saturday. It will be an inspiring docu- 
ment and patrons of the War Cry will 
wonder when it reaches them. A tierce 
onslaught is to be made upon Satan and 
the hosts of sinners, and Commander 
Booth in his manifesto will marshal all his 
zealous forces for a titanic effort in the 
coming campaign. 

The keynote of the manifesto is indi- 
cated in tbe little fraction "one-third," but 
that fraction stands for mighty things. It 
means one-third more work in the slums, 
one-third more battling in the highways 



and byways, one-third more spiritual hot 
shot to be poured into the sable ranks of 
the immense army of the evil one. 

Even the rear guard of tbe evangelical 
warriors is to be increased, 6o that instead 
of the timid, shrinking pin-wearers num- 
bering only 4000, they are to be run up to 
5300. There is to be no escape from the 
uniformed invaders, and when the sound 
of the cornet, drum and tambourine is 
heard approaching the worldly might as 
well prepare at once to surrender, for no 
mercv will be shown. 

Following is the programme of work 
mapped out for the year: There must be 
says the commander, 44,015 visits to fanv 
ilies, 16.321 visits to saloons ; 98,797 persons 
to be separately dealt with in the saloons, 
262,387 persons to attend the slum corps 
meetings and 1546 souls to be saved. 

The attack is to be general, and regular 
warriors, charioteers, out-riders, slummers 
and life-savers are to march forth in every 
direction, and the 2000 commanding offi- 
cers are to be increased to 2700. It is to be 
prosecuted in a scientific manner, too, for 
the emboldened stalwarts and braves are 
to file down upon the strongholds of the 
devil according to the ratio of the popula- 
tion of the wicked cities. 

But the work is not to be narrowed down 
to simply this — a new movement has been 
started, "and the citadel of Beelzebub is to 
be assailed where it is the very weakest. 
The new feature of work is to be nothing 
less than a fishing for children in the 
muddy stream of humanity. Commander 
Booth, Major Keppel, Captain McFee, 
and Editor Milsaps have their nets ready 
for thousands of poor, ill-treated or 
neglected, ill-fed, ill-clad, dirty and be- 
draggled juveniles in this city, and the 
ranks of the junior Salvationists are to be 
mightily swelled. The children of this 
city will not, perhaps, prove hard to cap- 
ture, if the donations of the various schools 
to the poor may be taken as a criterion.

Affiliated Colleges of the Culveralty I 
Have a New Building tn This 
City. 



At a meeting of the Regents of the TJni« 
versity of California yesterday the resigns- 
tions of professor of botany, E. L. Greene, 
and associate professor of physics, Harold 
Whiting, were received and accepted. 

Dr. G. F. Shieis was appointed a member 
of the faculty in the medical department. 
Professor T. P. Bailey was granted leave of 
absence from the closing of the examina- 
tions to the end of the term. 

A donation of $100 was received from 
Mrs. Phoebe Hearst for experiments in 
photography and ascertaining the most 
feasible plan for photographing the eclipse 
in Japan in 1896. 

The proposal of appointing a professor of 
oriental languages was approved. In 1872 
Edward Tompkins donated a parcel of land 
in Oakland to the University of California, 
which was to be sold and the proceeds to 
be used for the maintenance of a class ia 
oriental languages.

Complaints or Many Residents at 

North Beach Caused by a Con- 
tractor's Work. 



A complaint was made this week at the 
Health Office that the contractor at work 
on the Fair property at the foot of Pierce 
street on North Beacb had stopped all out- 
let for a flow of water at that point and 
that a pool of water had gathered as the

THE FIGinjttS BEGUN. 

Coast Seamen Have Caused 
the Arrest of Men Who 
Pay Advances. 



Will Be Vigorously Prosecuted In 
the United States 
Courts. 



L. A. Kickoff, shipping master of the 
Ship-owners' Association, and W. 8and- 
stad, bookkeeper of the Sailors' Home, 
were arrested to-day by the United States 
Marshal for violating the United States 
shipping regulations in exacting advance 
money from sailors. 

The complaining witnesses are Joseph 
P. Dailey and Alexander Anderson, and 
they charge that Kickoff and Sandstad 
engaged them for a voyage to Alaska and 
return on the American bark Harvester at 
$25 a month and $15 advance. The ad- 
vance money was paid them, and when 
the union learned of the fact Secretary 
Furaseth at once swore out warrants for 
their arrest. Rickoff and Sandstad at once 
furnished bail and were released. 

The coasting sailors have all along been 
opposed to tne payment of an advance, 
llembersof the union were bound not to 
accept it. but outsiders were only too glad 
to get it, and by this means non-union 
crews were secured for vessels. Under the 
old law an advance could be paid the rela- 
tives of a sailor, but the new act does away 
with the provision,' except in the case of 
whaling vessels, and the Harvester cannot 
be put in that class. The penalty is a fine 
of not less than four times the amount ad- 
vanced the sailor or imprisonment for six 
months, or both. 1 

This is the first serious move made by 
the Seamen's Union of the Pacific in the 
present tight. Under the old law it was 
impossible to convict the ship-owners for 
paying an advance on a coasting vessel. 
Since the Maguire act has become law, 
however, the officers of the"onion think a 
conviction in the Harvester case is certain 
and they now think they have the Ship- 
owners' Association at their mercy. The 
war is now on and the Seamen's Union 
says it will break up the boarding-masters' 
combine and the Ship-owners Associa- 
tion or go to pieces in the attempt. Secre- 
tary Walthew of the Ship-owners' Associ- 
ation is very complacent over the turn 
affairs hare taken and asserts that be can 
prove no advance was paid to any sailor 
who went out on the Harvester. 

BIG TRANSACTION IN WINE. 



The California Wine-Dealers' Associa- 
tion Much Exercised In Regard 
to the Affair. 



The largest personal wine deal ever made 
In this State was consummated last week 
when F. Chevalier <t Co. of this oitv bought 
from Dondell & Co. of St. Helena, Cal., 
400,000 gallons of dry wine, which is now 
stored in Chateau Chevalier at St. Helena. 

The wine bas already been sold to promi- 
nent wine-dealers in New York, where 
California wines are commanding better 
prices each year. 

The California Association of Wine- 
dealers are much stirred up over the sale. 
As an association they have been buying 
up and shipping v»ine East. They had 
agreed to take the 400,000 gallons of Don- 
dell & Son, who were members of the 
association, out failed to keep tneir agree- 
ment as to the prices agreed upon. George 
Chevalier, manager of the firm, saw his 
opportunity, bought up the whole lot, and 
will immediately begin shipping it East.

Superintendent McLaren Suggests 
That the Curio Case Be 
Chained Down. 



A NEW CAMERA CLUB. 



The Toung Men's Christian Association 
Is to Have a Camera 
Annex. 



The latest annex to be formed in the 
Young Men's Christian Association is a 
Camera Club, and already it is gathering 
to itself all the camera enthusiasts of the 
association. There are thirty-five so far, 
and with that number it has been consid- 
ered advisable to organize. This was ac- 
cordingly done yesterday. 

The officers of the new annex are George 
Walker, president; O. L. Hall, vice-presi- 
dent, and E. M. Bixby, secretary. 

Hall and BLxby, the vlce-piesident and 
secretary respectively of the annex, have 
been appointed a committee to secure ap- 
paratus for the rooms. They will provide 
an enlarging camera and also a portrait 
camera, both the best obtainable, besides 
all the apparatus and chemicals necessary 
to fit up their photographic laboratory for 
all kinds of work. 

The rooms to be used have already been 
set apart for the annex on the filth floor of 
the building. There are two of them now, 
but as the annex increases a third will be 
added. 

All members of the association will be 
allowed to join the annex, but there will 
be no outsiders. Monthly dues of perhaps 
25 cents, or some small amount, will be 
exacted to keep the rooms and apparatus 
in good condition and the bottles on the 
laboratory shelves filled. Beyond this all 
the conveniences of the rooms and accesso- 
ries will be free to all the members. There 
are a number of excellent amateur pho- 
tographers in the association and it is ex- 
pected that the new feature will prove very 



The looting of the Midwinter Fair 
Museum has thrown the officials at the 
Golden Gate Park into a state of conster- 
nation. . 

There is an effort being made to show 
that the loss is inconsiderable, and such 
may be the case; yet the fact that the 
pilferers were able to get away with even 
the smallest object in the collection of 
enrios came as a startling revelation to 
Park Superintendent McLaren and his 
assistants. If the robbers could abstract a 
handful of coins why was it not possible 
for them to carry' off as many other articles 
as might please them? 

From the conflicting and widely varying 
stories of those in charge of the museum, 
it is impossible at this time to give any- 
thing like an accurate estimate of the value 
of the stolen property. 

For example, Charles P. Wilcomb, cus- 
todian of the museum, while admitting 
that twenty-five valuable Napoleonic 
medals were taken from the French ex- 
hibit, denies positively that any coins are 
missing. On the other hand, L. A. Hagen- 
camp, a museum watchman, says that if 
20-franc gold pieces are coins, then coins 
were stolen from the same case with the 
medals. These young men also disagree 
as to the methods used bv the robbers in 
securing their booty. Wilcomb asserts 
that the screw eyes were pulled out— an 
easy matter, for the screws are short and 
the wood the softest kind of pine. 

Hagencamp is willing to swear that the 
Yale locks were broken and that the screw 
eyes were not pulled out at all. 

Superintendent McLaren, who examined 
the cases on Friday morning soon after 
the robbery was discovered, corroborates 
the story of Watchman Hagencamp. He 
says that the looks were broken, and adds 
laconically: "Strange case, strange case. 
What next, I wonder? They ought to I 
chain those cases down." 

Be this, however, as it may, the fact re- j 
mains that the robbers got in somehow 
and secured valuable property, then van- 
ished, leaving not the slightest clew for 
Chief Crowley's detectives, who are putting 
in a good deal of bard work on the case. 

Wflcomb, McLaren and at least two of 
the detectives are of the opinion that it is 
the work of men formerly employed in the 
construction of the buildini;, who knew 
well the insecure method of fastening the 
cases. Others are of the opinion that only 
professional cracksmen could have been 
the perpetrators. 

The medals which were stolen — Wilcomb 
will not admit that he has lost anything 
else— were purchased from Tiffany some 
months ago bv Mr. de Young, and formed 
a part of the Napoleonic collection in the 
French room, consisting of about 800 
medals and coins in gold, bronze, tin, 
i brass, copper, iron and other metals 
minted during the reign of the first Napo- 
leon, whose passion for this branch of art 
is a matter of history. 

Among the miss'ing pieces are half a 
dozen medals commemorating his Rus- 
sian, German, Italian and Egyptian cam- 
paigns. Several others Bhow him as a 
lieutenant, then as a general and finally 
as First Consul. Upon others he is repre- 
sented with the Empress Josephine, Marie 
Louise and Charlemagne. 

The Waterloo medal was not disturbed, 
but a rare gold medallion was carried off,

BAD NEWSJORTEACHERS. 

A Big Shortage In Funds May 
Cause a Cut In 
Salaries. 



The Apportionment Is $14,000 L*9S 
Than Was Reasonably Ex- 
pected, ifsji 



Speaking of financial deficits and strin- 
gency Superintendent Moulder of the pub- 
lic schools received a startling communica- 
tion from Superintendent of Public In- 
struction Black yesterday. It was a state- 
ment in which he estimated the July ap- 
portionment for the city and county of 
San Francisco for public schools at $3 per 
census child. The "census child" numbers 
68,300. which, multiplied by $3, gives just 
$205,170 as the amount for the July ap- 
portionment for the schools of this city 
and coun ty. 

Any child in the fourth grade could 
figure that out, but there is another little 
problem in subtraction which the heads of 
departments and not the pupils will have 
to struggle with. 

The estimate which Auditor Broderick 
had figured out as about right for the en- 
tire fiscal year for the schObls was $600,000. 

This apportionment of $205,000 will come 
into the present fiscal year, while another 
apportionment comes along next January. 

As Superintendent Moulder figures "it 
there will be a deficit for the year, accord- 
ing to the figures of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, amounting to about 
$14,000. 

•What will we do about it?" he said 
yesterday, in response to the question. 
"We will simply have to economize, that's 
all. We will probably have to make a cut 
in salaries of teachers all along the line. 
Deficits seem to be the order of the day, 
and we will have to adjust ourselves to 
these conditions if we can find no wav to 
change the conditions."

He Will Seek an Elective Office and 
Ask People to Vote 
for Him. 




"So he ruled against me? Well, that is 
the first I heard of it," was the remark of 
Attorney Horace W. Philbrook last night 
when informed that Judge Hunt had de- 
nied his motion to be substituted as plain- 
tiff in the action of Seth Warner against 
the F. Thomas Parisian Dyeing Works. 

Mr. Philbrook, it will be remembered, is 
the attorney who some time ago in a 
brief filed in the Supreme Court made 
serious charges against one of the Justices 
of that court. The language he used was 
of such a severe character that the Supreme 
Court decided that the attorney had been 
guilty of improper conduct, and made an 
ojder that he be "disbarred for the period 
of three years and until further order of 
this court." 

The judgment of the Supreme Court, 
Mr. Philbrook says, will not prevent him 
from appearing in anv court in the State, 
even the Supreme Court, and arguing 
points of law. This be did last Saturday 
before Judge Ellsworth of the Superior 
Court of Alameda County. A man had 
been arrested for violation of the license 
law and was kept in jail in default of bail. 
Mr. Philbrook, who had been sent for, dis- 
covered that there was a novel point of 
law at issue, so he at once swore to a' petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus to seoure the 
release of the prisoner. He subsequently 
appeared before Judge Ellsworth, who was 
to hear the writ, when the Judge informed 
him that in view of the action taken by 
the Supreme Court he could not permit 
him to appear. 

"But, remarked Mr. Philbrook, "your 
Honor will hear me, for the law permits 
any one to appear as his own attorney and 
as I am the petitioner 1 have the right to 
appear for myself." 

Judge Ellsworth conceded that the law 
gave him that right, and Mr. Philbrook 
went on with his argument, and will re- 
sume it this week. 

Another step in the way of practicing 
law was taken last week by Mr. Philbrook, 
and that was when he obtained an assign- 
ment, made out in due form of law. by 
Seth Warner, making him the plaintiff in 
the action against the Thomas dye works. 
The motion for substitution was argued by 
the assignee on Friday and submitted. 
Yesterday Judge Hunt made an order de- 
nying the motion. 

"The motion was denied for personal 
reasons only," said Mr. Philbrook, "as 
there is no law for it. There has been a 
little unpleasantness between Judge Hunt 
and myself, and I suppose that the denial 
of the motion was because of that. 

"What shall I do in the matter? Well, 
that is a matter for future consideration. 
There are many steps to be taken yet. 
There is no law that can prevent a man 
who is the plaintiff in a case from appear- 
ing in court for himself. This matter was 
regularly assigned to me, and the motion 
to substitute ought to have been granted. 

"Now, there is that judgment of disbar- 
ment entered against me by the 
Supreme Court— that is void, and the court 
knows it. If I was guilty of contempt, the 
only punishment they could visit was 
either fine or imprisonment. That was 
settled in the case of Stephen J. Field, 
forty years ago, when he was ad- 
judged guilty of contempt. The appellate 
court held tnat he could not be disbarred 
as a punishment for contempt. There is 
another decision, some twenty years ago, 
of a similar tenor. Then, again, if disbar- 
ment is a punishment for contempt, as 
the Supreme Court says, why the disbar- 
ment must be absolute or for a fixed time. 
In my case it is neither, and I so advised 
the court, but it did not avail.

ITS VIRTUE IS A FAULT. 



The New Revenue Law Will 
Not Be Enforced This 
Year. 



A LOOPHOLE IS DISCOVERED 



Auditor Broderlck Finds and Seizes 
It -The Law Full of 
Flaws. 



City and County Attorney Creswell has 
before hiiu for solution probably the most 
important question that he has Oeen called 
upon to answer since be took office. 

The question is, "Does the act amending 
the revenue law as it relates to the collec- 
tion of taxes in Han Francisco take effect 
in the present fiscal year?" If it does it 
will leave the city and county treasury 
ompty for three months— which means the 
suspension of the government for that 
period. Any embarrassment of the machin- 
ery for collecting the taxes at this time 
is an aggravation of a very aggravated 
eituation in view of the $211,900 worth of 
debtors and a threatened deficit under any 
circumstances of $3.tO,O00. 

But in case Mr. Creswell should decide 
that to his mind the law is in force at this 
minute some means would at once be 
taken to secure the judgment of the Su- 
preme Court. For Auditor Brode rick, who 
is delegated by one of its provisions to set 
the law in motion, declares emphatically 
that he will decline to do so this year. 

He has discovered what he considers is a 
iatal defect, He has shown his discovery 
to Assessor Siebe, his deputy. Herzir. Tax 
Collector Block and City and County At- 
tornev Creswell. The first three of these 
agree' with him that the defect knocks out 
the law for this year and mat this goes far 
toward smoothing away many immediate 
difficulties. Mr. Creswell, with that cau- 
tion which has put him in u proverb, says 
"if," and takes iiis own time. 

This is Mr. Broderick's discovery, so 
gladly hailed by Assessor and Tax Col- 
lector and by everybody else who under- 
stands the misiit character of the tow. Sec- 
tion 3Tii of the code is made by this law to 
read. 

■3733. On or before the first Monday in 
Marcli of each year the Auditor shall furnish 
the Assessor with blank ••personal property" 
receipts In book form, with stubs attached, 
mimWred the same as the receipts, each book 
having fiity receipts, in a form prescribed in 
section :tG4(», and charge the Assessor with the 
number of receipts Issued. On the first Monday 
In August the Assessor shall return all unused 
receipts and the Auditor shall credit him with 
the number returned. 

This bili did not become a law by the 
Governor's signature until March 28. This 
is Broderick's discovery — that a law which 
■was born March 28 could not require bim 
to perform a duty before March 1 of the 
eame year. Therefore he will not trouble 
himself about supplying the Assessor with 
forms for the collection of the tax until the 
first Monday of March next year. The 
^Assessor not receiving the forms cannot 
•collect the tax as required by them and so 
jon. In the meantime the work of taking 
the assessment under the old law goes 
.steadily on. 

To be sure Mr. Broderick could if he 
• wished make up the receipts in a very 
few days, and there is plenty of time to 
Otherwise carry out the provisions of the 
law, but in the" meantime the treasury will 
run down and the city become temporarily 
bankrupt. And as Broderick says the law 
requires of him an impossibility in the 
initial act setting it in motion he will not 
attempt it. 

The law provides that it "shall take ef- 
fect and be in force from and after its pas- 
sage, " and Mr. Creswell says the question 
to be determined is whether the provision 
as to the exact date upon which the blanks 
shall be turned out by the Auditor is man- 
datory or not. Broderick replies that so 
far as he is concerned it is. 

"At the time the bill was signed," said 
Deputy Assessor Herzer yesterday, "the 
work of taking the assessment under the 
old law was well under way, some ISO.OOO 
returns being in our office. The new law pro- 
vides for any amount of trouble and a good 
deal of injustice," continued Mr. Herzer. 
"Besides "changing the time for taking 
the assessment, the method is different, 
liarsh, unjust and I believe unconstitu- 
tional. The Assessor is made a tax col- 
lector and a sheriff. He is required to col- 
lect such personal tax as is not secured by 
real estate on sight. The Assessor begins 
the collection of personal tax in March. 
The Board of Equalization does not sit un- 
til after the first Monday in July. 

"Therefore the poor man, or the rich man 
forth t matter, who has no real estate, has 
no appeal, but must pay what he is as- 
sessed. If he refuses the "law requires the 
Assessor to seize and sell his property. 
Here is a big dry-goods concern, for in- 
stance, which has no real estate, perhaps, 
but may be assessed at $900,000. They may 
think it excessive, but the Deputy Assessor, 
clothed with greater power than the Sheriff, 
is required to seize and sell the institution 
if they do not pay on demand. They have 
no appeal. And so it is with every man 
who has personal property but no real es- 
tate. The man with real estate 
need not pay his tax until October, 

Snd then with a penalty for delinquency 
e can have extension until the end of 
April following. Manifestly this is dis- 
crimination of the most flagrant kind. 
Under all laws heretofore no man was re- 
quired to pay until he had had his day in 
court, and if the thing is tested I do not 
believe he can be made to do so now."

James L. Patterson has sued Bartlett 
Doe and Charles F. Doe, executors of the 
estate of John S. Doe, for $20,000, said to 
be due on a lot in the mining district of 
Calico, county of San Bernardino, which 
plaintiff conveyed to John S. Doe on No- 
yember 19, 1887. 

Frank P. Bacon, executor, Carrie J. 
Bacon and Ella Etta B. Soule, executrices 
of the last will of Henry D. Bacon, de- 
ceased, have sued John K. Murphy for 
$lfi!)2 40 due on a judgment rendered in 
favor of Henry D. Bacon in his lifetime.

Kxpected to Arrive Dally to Go North 
With the Cutters Bear

The United States revenue cutter Com- 
modore Perry is expected to arrive from 
New York at any time now to go to Bering 
Sea. She left Xew York on December 26, 
and was last heard of at Callao, Peru, on 
February 26, so that she is really overdue, 
having been already 105 days coming 
around the Horn. Captain Horatio D. 
Smith is her commander, and she has a 
complement of seven officers and thirty- 
one men. . 

The Perry was one of two revenue cut- 
ters that, to put it in the language used by 
Captain McConnell of the Hartley yester- 
day afternoon, was "stolen" from the At- 
lantic to do service on the Bering Sea 
patrol. The other one was the U. S. Grant, 
which is now at Port Townsend.and which 
left New York a year ago December, 
but reached here last March. She was 
built for the New Yorkjstation. The Perry

OFFICERS SUBMIT REPORTS. 



Important Recommendations Made. 
The Election Fixed for 
Thursday. 



Nearly three hundred members were 
present yesterday morning at the opening 
of the twelfth annual session of the Order 
of Chosen Friends in Odd Fellows' Hall. Of 
these 186 were grand officers and represen- 
tatives, including some forty ladies, and 
the remainder consisted of visitors. 

Grand Councilor F. H. Selvage called 
the session to order. About 100 reprcsen- 
sentatives took the Grand Council degree. 
The secretary's report showed an increase 
of seven councils during the year and a 
net gain of more than 2000 new members 
in the order. 

The Grand Council recommended the 



the branches of learning upon which the 
applicant for a surveyors Dcense should 
have to be examined it states that every 
surveyor having been granted a license on 
the strength of said examination should 
nevertheless be forced to submit to a re- 
examination every five years; in other 
words, the more a licensed surveyor gained 
experience in his profession the oftener he 
would be obliged to bow his head before 
the honorable Board of Examiners, and 
so on until he died. 

"In addition to that every licensed sur- 
veyor in the State of California was com- 
manded, under penaltv of losing his 
license, and under oath, to present to the 
Board of Examiners every year, in Janu- 
ary, a statement of all the "work he had 
performed in his county, giving every de- 
tail and stating where the work could be 
found on record. 

"The Board of Examining Surveyors 
is composed of men actually surveying for 
the public, in fact are competitors with all 
the surveyors in the State for patronage, 
and the board was authorized by this 
law to command all the licensed surveyors 
to submit to them once a year the amount 
of work they had performed, and in what 
place, and where the record of such work 
may be found ; in other words, to submit 
to their competitors an open statement of 
their private business, enabling those com- 
petitors, if they felt so inclined, to bid for 
a part of said business in the counties 
where they would find surveying most 
profitable. 

"The Senators and members of the com 
mittee to whom the bill was referred, and 
to whom I wrote, unhesitatingly declared 
themselves opposed to its passage. Meeting 
i lately the honorable secretary of the hon- 
I orable board of examining surveyors, he 
I apprised me that the bill introduced by 
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is a Lake Erie single-screw propeller and 
was built at Buffalo, N. Y., in 1884, to watch 
Canadian smugglers. Fifteen knots was 
the reputed speed of the Perry at that time, 
and if she has a speed even approximating 
that now, she will be the fastest cutter on 
this coast. Her hull is of steel, and her 
fall burden close to 400 tons, although she 
is put down on the official register at only 
282 tons. 

Revenue authorities agree in saying that 
not much will be done by the United States 
Government this year in the sealing mat- 
ter. No cruiser is expected to be sent to 
Arctic waters, and about the only repre- 
sentative of the British Government will 
be the ironclad Pheasant, which is to go 
north from Esquimalt soon. If the Perry 
arrives in time she may accompany the 
Rush and the Bear, which are to leave for 
Port Townsend next Monday. It is ex- 
pected that the Corwin will be in Port 
Townsend by the time they get there, and 
thus Puget Sound will be the rendezvous 
for five revenue cutters, all more or less 
detailed on Bering Sea service. 



DRAWING IN THE SCHOOLS. 



Principals Express Their Pref- 
erences as to the 
Methods. 



Teachers Will Listen to Miss Ball's 
Instructions After School 
Hours. 



A meeting of the principals of the School 
Department was held late yesterday after- 
noon in the Normal School on Powell 
street for the purpose of settling the draw- 
ing question in the schools, which has 
been pending since last July. 

It was at that time the question arose 
regarding the special methods of instruc- 
tions which were to be introduced by Miss 
Ball. Some of the teachers thought that 
they were too radical, and at the first meet- 
ing of the Teachers' Institute called to 
consider the matter, while the majority 
were in favor of the system, it was gener- 
ally conceded that there should be some 
modifications, and at following meetings 
modifications were suggested. 

As a result of their deliberations a com- 
mittee of fifteen was appointed to submit a 
report of the whole matter to the principals 
of the various schools.

Fifth— Are you in favor of the holding 
of teachers' meetings in the different schools, 
during school hours, under the direction of 
Miss Ball? 

Sixth— Should drawing meetings be held in 
school time or not? 

Seventh— Have you any additional sugges- 
tions to present on this subject of drawing. 

The report upon these questions was as 
follows: First, one hour and a half during 
the first year and after that one hour; 
second, no; third, yes; fourth, yes; fifth, 
yes, with the amendment "provided 
classes are dismissed," seven grades voting 
in favor and two against; sixth, no, six 
against and four against. 

Jn regard to tue seventh question the 
following resolution was passed: 

Rnolrcd, That the drawing meetings of 
teachers for primary trades be held from 3 to 
4 r. M. and for the grammsr grades from 3 :30 
to 4 :30 r. M. 

The report as presented was adopted 
unanimously, after which the meeting ad- 
journed.

CLASS IN ARCHITECTURE. 



A New Department Is Started 
in the Mark Hopkins Art 
School. 



Budding Architects of the City En- 
rolled as Students at the 
Institute. 



The budding architects of the city of San 
Francisco have successfully invaded the 
Mark Hopkins Institute, and will hereafter 
be an integral part of that institution with 
a room of their own, instructors of their 
own and be placed upon an equal footing 
with any of the art students in the school. 

Some time ago thi> young men wbo are 
employed in the offices of the architects of 
the city got together informally and con- 
cluded that they ought to be a part of the 
art school at the institute. Messrs. Willis 
Polk, B. R. Mayback and George H. San- 
ders were appointed a committee to confer 
with the board of directors of the institute 
at the last meeting. 

Communication was made by letter, and 
the voung architects, in their application, 
stated that their principal end was to be 
identitied with the institute and to obtain 
the privileges accorded to the students of 
the Institute School of Art. They declared 
their willingness to provide their own 
teachers, furnish their own room, but after 
considerable discussion, waived some re- 
quested concessions, and the matter sim- 
mered down to the admission of the young 
architects as students of the institute 
school with all the privileges pertaining 
thereto, at a reduced rate. 

The matter was then referred by the 
Board of Directors to the Committee on 
School of Design and the request of the 
young architects practically granted. 
Emile Pissis was appointed by the com- 
mittee of the School of Design to confer 
with thecommittee of the young architects 
and arrange all matters ofdetail. Most of 
the young men who are asking recognition 
at the hands of the institute are clerks in 
the various architects' offices in the city, 
and their application was made purely 
with a desire to obtain the advantages of- 
fered by the art school, especially in the 
matter of exhibitions and the privilege of 
obtaining, through intercourse with the 
other art students, that artistic spirit 
which adds so much to architectural work, 
and which in this instance may have a de- 
cided effect upon the future architecture of 
this city. _

Mrs. Ewing commenced the afternoon's 
work with a very intelligent and clean 
expose of the art of making rice mutlins, 
telling just how the rice should be pre- 
pared and practically illustrating the con- 
sistency of the mixture when all the in- 
gredients were in. 

This was followed up with interesting 
lessons on the chating-dish, showing how 
mock terrapin, steam pudding and that 
dainty dish, an omelette soufle, should be 
prepared and cooked. 

After Mrs. Ewing had finished her lec- 
ture Mrs. W. B. Harrington announced 
that she had consented to teach a class the 
art of cooking at the nominal cost of $1 25 
each, provided 200 ladies would join. The 
course was to consist of live lessons— 
namely, veast bread, broiling, roasting, 
pastryjand delicate desserts. Mrs. Ewing 
would also give five lessons on breakfast 
breads, salads, puddings and sauces, 
chafing-dishes, eggs and omelettes, at the 
same price, or $2 50 for the ten lessons. 

About 150 ladies immediately signified 
their intention of taking the entire ten 
lessons, and with the amount of enthusi- 
asm already displayed bv them it is safe to 
say that the class will be up to the re- 
quired number when the first lesson is 
given next Monday. The lessons will 
begin at 10:30 a. m. every Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday until finished.

Eaton, who was appointed Coronor by the 
solid nine of the Board of Supervisors 
at the instance of the then reigning boss. 
Dr. -McCarty was on the Board of Health 
in Buckley's time of power. Dr. Tavlor 
is physician to Mr. Buckley's family. "Dr. 
Kosenstirn is scheduled as a Republican. 
He is physician to the family of M. A. 
Gunst. 

An effort will be made to have Dr. 
Kceney retained on the board. 

D.'. J. F. Morse declined to go in on the 
deal, ttiough an invitation had been ex- 
tended to him. He stands high with 
Governor Budd.

DEMOCRATS TAXING SIDES. 



Lpngr Telegrams Were Sent to 
Cleveland and Carlisle 
Yesterday. 



The fight between the factions of the 
local Democracy in regard to the Mint 
patronage has only just bosun. Already 
the battle rages fiercely, and the prospects 
are that it will be fought to the bitter end. 

When Superintendent Daggett of the 
Mint announced that he would discharge 
certain employes of that institution be- 
cause their relatives in the 8tate Legisla- 
ture could not see that Mr. Daggett was 
the most available Democrat for the 
Tinted States eenatorship he apparently 
forgot that his sentences of aecapitation 
had to be approved by the authorities at 
Washington before they became effective. 
He also overlooked the fact that others be- 
sides himself possessed influence at the 
national capital. These opposing in- 
fluences have been set to work, and the 
merry war is on in earnest. 

The publication yesterday of Max Pop- 
per's formal charges that Daggett and Sam 
Rainey were political allies had the effect 
of a declaration of war, and the enemies of 
both men responded to it like troopers to a 
bugle call. The roll of the Biggy faction 
was said last night to include such names 
as Ostrom, Fay, Burke, Gesford, Maguire, 
and Barney and Jim Murphy of San Jose. 

Jim Murphy came up from San Jose last 
night and registered at the Baldwin. Soon 
after his arrival he had a conference -with 
Biggy, and then the two men paid a long 
visit to the telegraph office. Neither of 
them is verv communicative as to the re- 
sult of that visit, but it had to do with the 
Daggett matter. 

In fact, for two days past the wires be- 
tween this city and Washington have been 
kept but. There have passed over them 
long messages to President Cleveland, to 
>. nstery Carlisle and to Senator White. 
.To all three have been wired the articles 
concerning the Mint patronage which ap- 
. peared in the issues of the C'Atxof Sundav, 
of Monday and of yesterday. Press ac- 
counts of Biggy's charges of bribery in the 
last Legislature are in the hands of the offi- 
cials in Washington. So is the Call's ex- 
pose of Assembly bill No. 702, regarding 
streetcar fares. So are the records of the 
Senators who voted for Daggett for United 
States Senator on that bill and on the 
China Basin terminal proposition. 

Another factor which enters largely into 
the light is Senator White's friendship for 
Gesford. Gesford nominated White for 
the United States Senate. He made a ring- 
ing speech at the time and fought long and 
well for the man from Los Angeles. ~ Ges- 
ford is a native son and an eloquent speak- 
er, and his integrity is unquestioned. 

Now Gesford's sister has been discharged 
from the Mint, and some of the politicians 
are inclined to murmur against White be- 
cause of it. They say he should have pre- 
vented it, and some even aver that somno- 
lence has been a failing of the Senator. 
Most of them think, however, that Daggett 
forwarded the discharge to Washington 
for approval long before there was a hint of 
war here, and that therefore it slipped 
t&roueh without notice. 

It must have been approved, they argue, 
for Daggett would hardly dare to usurp 
authority which is not his by acting with- 
out such approval. 

But tne politicians say that Daggett will 
Have to eat some humble pie, and that, too, 
very shortly. They predict that he not 
only will not discharge Fay's brother and 
Bigey's and Burke's (whom they now say 
are also slated for discbarge), but will have 
\o reinstate Gesford's sister, and may con- 
sider himself lucky if he saves nis own offi- 
cial head.

The executive committee of the Manu- 
facturers and Producers' Association dis- 
cussed the question of extending the scope 
and membership of the organization at its 
session yesterday afternoon. Since the 
21'd of March the association has sprung 
from an idea to a body of 300 members; 
but its projectors are not contented with 
such slow advancement, and are planning 
now to increase the list to the 1000 mark. 

The object of the meeting was the dis- 
cussion of means for the promotion of the 
purposes of the association and extending 
its membership. 

R. S. Moore proposed that each member 
pNMBt to the secretary twenty-five or 
thirty names of persons with whom cor- 
respondence might be opened to the end 
that they might be induced to become 
members. 

Louis Saroni presented the names of six- 
teen applicants for membership, and Mr. 
Mead added a dozen more. 

M r. Saroni remarked that it would be 
well to work without delay in getting Los 
Angeles interested. 

"And thoroughly nip that sub-federation 
idea," put in Mr. McGlynn. 

Julian Sonntag stated that be had been 
reading northern journals rather studi- 
ously of late. "They are taking great in- 
terest in our movement and are fully alive 
to our mutual interests," said he. "We 
out to recommend that overtures be made 
to the northern country. I believe to-dav 
that Portland and Seattle and Tacoma are 
as important to San Francisco as Los An- 
gles, and I believe that San Francisco 
ought to spread out her arms to them at 
once." 

Mr. Moore replied that the northern 
cities in question had nothing in common 
with San Francisco. Tbey were engaged 
in fighting to keep trade and contract work 
at home. The manufacturers of those 
dies would go to great efforts to keep 
work In their midst. 

Mr. Sonntag took exception to the last 
speaker's idea. -'There are many things," 
he continued, "that those northern cities 
cannot manufacture, and tbey are com- 
pelled to send such work to Chicago or 
>'ew York or San Francisco. Now, by 
pushing our interests up there and culti- 
vating a proper friendly feeling, we can 
bring to San Francisco the trade thrft 
would otherwise go to the big cities of the 
East." 

"When matters of common interest 
come up," said Mr. Saroni, "the cities of 
the West should work hand in hand. I 
will increase your list fro.n Los Angeles. 
We need to work for the interests of the 
whole coast. We should ask Portland. 
Seattle and Tacoma to join hands with us." 

James Sproule understood that the asso- 
ciation was a home scheme to build up 
California. He said: "If we attempt too 
much we will accomplish less than if we 
confine our efforts to a reasonable scope — 
and reasonable scope means California. 
Kach commonwealthsbasits respective am- 
bitions and is striving for superiority." 

"Seattle and Tacoma," said Mr. Currier, 
"are looking with great favor toward San 
Francisco." 

"Yes," added Mr. Saroni, "a change of 
heart has taken place there, and the tide is

Yesterday was a day of rejoicing for 
Hebrews in all parts of the world. It was 
the festival of the Passover, and in temple 
and synagogue and around the home fire- 
side was told the ancient tale of the deliv- 
erance from Egypt. It was, for the Israel- 
ites, what might be termed a feast of 
freedom, designed to celebrate the birth of 
independent thought and of freedom in 
their midst. 

Services were held in all the synagogues 
in this city and topical addresses were 
delivered to large and attentive audiences. 

LESSON OF THE PA8S0VEE. 

Dr. Voorsanger's Dlsconrse on the Principle 
of Hnman Liberty. 

At the Temple Emanu-El the lesson of 
i the day was read by Rabbi Jacob Voor- 
sauger. The reverend gentleman's sermon 
was entitled "The Passover; the Symbol 
, of a Redeemed World." ' 

In the course of his remarks Dr. Voor- 
sanger said : 
I take it for granted that there is no man or 



rendered : "Hear Ye, Israel," by Mendels- 
sohn, and extracts from the works of He- 
brew composers also formed an important 
part of the service. Organist H. J. Stew- 
art was the conductor of the choir. 

Taking his text from Exodus xii:24: 
"And ye shall observe this thing for an 
ordinance to thee and thy children for- 
ever," Rabbi M. S. Levy said: 

Nothing in anv religion is more wonderful 
than is the institution of the Passover in the 
Mosair code. Not only for its antiquity Is it re- 
markable, but the spiritual ideas associated 
with its celebration are still more wonderful. 
No change in religious thought would be 
worthy of serious consideration if the change 
attempted to interfere with a festival so dear 
to every JewLsh home, and Identified with all 
the struggles of the race's history, for In the 
Passover celebration the grandest possibilities 
and highest hopes of the Jewish love for liberty 
and human rights are centralised, in the 
spiritual observance of this feast we identify 
ourselve« with the only freedom worth possess- 
ing, a freedom that permits of an enlargement 
to a people's energy, Intellect and moral vir- 
tues. The grow th and power, as the aim and 
end of liberty, is progress; without this a peo- 
ple may have the name, but lack the spirit of 
freedom. Who then is free? The wise, who 
well maintains the empire of firmness, and re- 
lying on himself is loyal enough to proclaim 
allegiance to bis God. 

More than thirty centuries ago Israel was 
emancipated from slavery. To-day a bondage 
awful lu its consequences still shackles a large 
portion of the hnman family. Self-indulgence 
and gross materiality, so conspicuous among 
the well-to-do families, is a form of alavery 
that bodes little good to the rising generation. 
There is too much aping of our neighbors and 
too little regard to the glorious heritage of 
which the Passover is a messenger. Every 
honest labor jr engaged in Jewish affairs must 
acknowledge this growing tendency and indif- 
ference, and with deep humiliation declare 
that the traditions of his race are on the wane. 
The Passover with its spiritual forces is a 
beacon-light on the ocean of time pointing to 
a harbor of safely, where Israel's ship may 
safely ride the present tempest. Take heed, 
my friends, and welcome the message and the 
observance, "which you and your children are 
to keep forever," by celebrating the Passover 
unto the Lord, by emancipating yourselves 
from error, and thus be physically and spiritu- 
ally free.

woman in Israel who can meet the Feast of 
Passover with any degree of equanimity, 
whether he be numbered among those who 
worship with bared heads, or who have dis- 
pensed with all orthodox ceremonies. We are 
not indifferent to it. Too many traditions are 
entwined around it. We have too many tradi- 
tions of the olden time Passover with its 
wealth of meaning to us. Look at the matter 
in a psychological way. There must be some- 
thing at stake when the poorest as well as the 
richest reserved some of his means that he 
might celebrate, the Passover worthily: when 
all would open tbeir doors, be it of mansion or 
hovel, so that "all who are hungry may enter 
and eat." 

I have had my little say about what I have 
termed "kitchen religion," and the "religion 
of pots and pans," which have so often been 
confounded with our faith, but I say and 
maintain that that is no reason to destroy the 
stability of a feast like this, which is cele- 
brated by large numbers with peans of praise. 
No man who feels, or knows, or remembers, 
can look upon Passover without that reverence 
which comes from long centuries of tradition. 
We love the feast and it reata in our hearts. 

The lesson of the Passover is the inviolability 
of human liberty. Jewish history teaches us 
that there are three stages in the celebration 
of Passover: First, the purely local celebra- 
tion; second, the national celebration; third, 
the universal celebration. By the last I meau 
Passover in so far as It relates to other nations. 
Passover bears a relation to every revolution 
that is recorded in the pages of Jewish history. 

In conclusion Rabbi Voorsanger urged 
the aid of his coreligionists to every move- 
ment of public weal that comes before the 
world, to everything and anything that is 
calculated to promote the morality, the 
intelligence and the culture of the world. 

THE NEW DELIVEEANCE. 

A Pauover Address by Dr. Jacob Hieto at 
Bherith Israel. 
The seating capacity of the Sherith Israel 
Synagogue, corner of Post and Taylor 
streets, was taxed to its utmost capacity 
yesterday. 

During the morning service a competent 
choir under the direction of Mrs. H. J. 
Stewart, who presided at the organ, ren- 
dered some of Sulzer's and Lewandoffski's 
gems of Hebrew melody. Miss Millicent 
l-'iynn, the soprano of the synagogue, sang 
as a solo one of the psalms of the Hallcl, 
her voice being heard to great advantage. 
MissMcCloskey, the contralto of this choir, 
also acquitted herself well in the march 
"Leeho Adonoi." 

After the singing of "Heavenly Father," 
an anthem by Hummel. Dr. Jacob Nieto 
ascended the pulpit. He based his re- 
marks on Exodus xiii:3. bis sermon being 
entitled "The New Deliverance." Dr. 
Nieto said: 

Let H not be imagined by any that mere ob- 
servance of a few customs, the reciting of an 
old ritual, the relation of a passage from his- 
tory, releases us entirely from our obligations 
In respect to the Passover. I trust that there 
ia no one so small-minded, so narrow in spirit, 
as to conceive that the eating of an unleav- 
ened cake, or a bushel of nnleavened cakes, 
constitutes a full and complete compliance 
with the Injunction to observe the Passover. 
Each symbol used during the celebration is a 
material remembrance of our spiritnal ad- 
vancment through the steady and silent ad- 
vance of the centuries. The symbol of the sac- 
rifices tells us we have progressed beyond that 
relic of barbaric Idolatry— the unleavened 
cake; that We have emerged from the slate of 
■supreme ignorance— a state devoid of aspira- 
tion—and now we have Induced into ourselves 
the leaven of ambition and the spirit of intel- 
ligence. Ourhanda are loosed, our minds un- 
fettered, our souls Inspired with a desire to 
rise. The true lessonof Passover seems forcing 
Itself upon us, while a true appreciation of 
ritualism and ceremonial is becoming preva- 
lent among us. They are but the scenic effects, 
the stage dressing Of the drama; but the eth- 
ical and moral thoughts they are the words 
without which our play Is incomplete. 

But there Is a new deliverance near at hand, 
a redemption much to be hoped for, though as 
in the days of old the bondage must endure 
till the outcry reaches to the very heavens. 
Our young men and women are the slaves of 
the peculiar notions of their elders, to whom 
Intellectual advancement and the obtaining of 
a goodly portion of this world's goods seem to 
be all that U necessary. The body is cramped 
and dwarfed, physical culture is negiecuu, 
men and women of diminutive stature at* 
growing up to form a race in place of stalwart 
and strong individuals. There are only the 
murmurings of discontent andible just now, 
but soon the spirit will move us. Some heart 
more bold, some breast more daring, some 
keen and unbridled tongue will inflame the 
blood of onr youth, and then when the outcry 
shall ascend and spread, are will, I suppose, 
move, the new deliverance will have begun.

■ teenth and Clay streets. Rabbi M. Frledlander 
' preached a stirring sermon on the origin and 
observance of the Jewish holiday. He said : 
Passover has a universal meaning to the 
; Jen s and bears the same importance to their 
minds as the Fourth of July does to the 
patriotic American. Passover celebrates the 
[ first declaration of independence that the 
world ever knew. 

For the first time In the history of the world 
—3000 years ago— the Jewish people rebelled 
against tyranny and slavery, and the protest 
I they uttered at that time has echoed and re- 
echoed in the mi ids of patriots and nations 
ever since. 

The revolutions which overthrew the tyran- 
nical masters of Englaud, which made France 
a free country and which placed the 0nited 
States among the foremost nations of the earth 
were born of a love of freedom and a hatred of 
slavery, voiced for the first time from the 
shadow of the Pyramids of Egypt by Moses and 
the Jewish leaders who were with him. 

If mankind will read and understand the 
Old Testament It will surrender the palm to 
the Israelite and discover that the freedom 
which now blesses the civilized world is due to 
the Jew. 

Moses, Isaiah and Jeremiah we re the first revo- 
lutionists In the cause of liberty, and it Is their 
achievements, not for the benefit of a single 
people; but for the whole world, which Pass- 
over celebrates. 

Theirs were the first step toward the forma- 
tion of that magnificent abode, the haven of 
the downtrodden people of other nations, 
above which wave proudly the Stars and 
Stripes. 

The songs of Moses in the Red Sea are the 
notes of exultation which now rise from the 
hearts of a free people. The burning bush 
which Moses beheld in the darkness of the 
East Is the brivht and glowing luminary which 
now sheds light upon the blessed soil of the 
West. 



Complaint of Fraud Filed With 
the Police Against A. M. 
Decker. 

He Transacted Business In the 
Name of a Fictitious 
Firm. 



Information has been filed with the police 
c ha rgi n g A . M . Decker, a broke r at 304 M on t- 
gomery street, with fraud. The complaint 
was made by residents of Angels Camp, 
who declare that he victimized many peo- 
ple in that locality. As far as can be as- 
certained Decker's operations will not bear 
close scrutiny. He is engaged in the sale 
of foreign bonds on the installment plan, 
and, according to the statements of pur- 
chasers, he has failed to deliver the goods, 
for the reason that he has no bonds to sell, 
except on paper. 

Decker commenced operations about six 
months ago, and had a lot of circulars 
printed announcing that the firm of Wiesen 
& Co., representing the German-Austrian 
Bond Investment Company of 323 Mont- 
gomery street, would sell foreign bonds 
and securities to those desiring to purchase 
them on easy monthly payments. Inquiry 
by a Call representative yesterday estab- 
lished the fact that the firm of Wiesen <fe 
Co. does not exist, and that the German- 
Austrian Bond Investment Company is 
a fictitious concern under which Decker 
operated. The address, 323 Montgomery 
>treet, is that of the real-estate firm of 
David Stern ,v Sou, who, of late, have had 
reason to complain of the unauthorized use 
Decker mode of their place of business. 

"This man Decker, said one of the firm 
yesterdav, "utilized our address for his 
purposes. About tour months ago he 
rented office room here, but at the end of a 
few days we were satisfied that his business 
was not what it should be. and we gave 
him notice to ijuit. Since that time he has 
been getting considerable mail here, but it 
was not until recently that we discovered 
the liberty he was taking with our address. 
I qo not know of such a firm as Wiesen * 
Co., nor didT ever hear of the German- 
Austrian Bond Investment Company 
until Decker began to receive mail ad- 
dressed to that concern." 

The circulars issued by Decker are so 
worded as to catch the unwary. He, or 
rather Wiesen <t Co. announce that all 

furchasers of bonds, inclydinir the Itoval 
taliun Red Cross, Hungarian Jv 8z"iv, 
Holland White Cross and Royal Servian 
Government, will be entitled to all the 
premiums that may be allotted to each 
while they are being paid for in install- 



ments. This was all right as far as it 
went, as the bonds are quoted at par in the 
market, but the only mistake of Decker 
appears to have been that he had none of 
the bonds mentioned and could not at the 
expiration of the installment limit turn 
them over to the purchaser. Notwith- 
standing this Decker went into the busi- 
ness on a large scale and sold bonds, or 
rather the promise to deliver them, to hun- 
dreds of people, from whom he has been 
collecting monthly installments ranging 
from $2 "to $15. Many of these purchases 
were made by wail and the buyers are 
scattered all over the State. 

Decker recently went to Angels Camp, 
where he met with considerable success In 
the sale of his bonds. Unfortunately for 
him, however, some of these purchasers 
while in the city called at 323 Montgomery 
street and were informed that the German- 
Austrian Bond Investment Company was 
a myth, and that Wiesen & Co. had no ex- 
istence except in Decker's fertile imagina- 
tion. The result was several loud and vig- 
orous complaints to the police. 

Decker was formerly in the employ of 
M. Salomon cfc Co., the brokers at 821 Market 
street. Mr. Salomon when asked to state 
his views said : 

"Decker is a swindler who is obtaining 
money by false pretenses. He has been 
working on a large scale and his victims 
are numerous, no doubt. He came here 
from Chicago about two years ago, and on 
leaving my employ embarked in the bond- 
selling business without a dollar of capital. 
The fact is lie has no bonds and cannot de- 
liver the goods. I notified Chief Crowley 
of Decker's scheme some time ago, but no 
action could be taken until a formal com- 
plaint could be made against him. This, I 
understand, has been done, and none too 
soon." 

Efforts to see Decker yesterday proved 
fruitless. He has a desk at 304 Montgom- 
ery street, but there is no sign to indicate 
his business. He is scarcely known to the 
other occupants of the place and has taken 
none of them into his confidence.

The Minneapolis 
and'Dululb receipts to-day were 295 cars, against 
873 a year ago, end the Atlantic port clearances of 
w-heat and flour aggregated 332.000 bushels. 

The continental demand for wheat is said to be 
very much In excess of the English purchases 
shipped from the Baltic and sundrv other ports 
last week, the United Kingdom taking 640.000 
bushels and the continental countries 2,400.000 
bushels, and the respective proportions of the ship- 
ments of the week previous were: To the United 
Kingdom, 400.000 bushels, and to the Continent, 
1,840.000 bushels.

Corn opened weak and a heavy feeling prevailed 
throughout the session.

Frank Cattell's Suit Against the 
City Begun Before Judge 
Frlck. 



Shall the city of Oakland build a garbage 

crematory of its own or shall it go on per- 
mitting the refuse to be dumped where it 
may he a menace to the public health? was 
the question discussed at the meeting of 
the Citizens' Municipal League yesterday. 

Health Officer Dr. Frank L. Adami dis- 
cussed the question at length, showing 
that the effect of garbage cremation in 
other cities had been to reduce the death 
rate to a large extent, particularly in re- 
gard to typhoid tever, which hnd practi- 
cally been eradicated in some instances. 

He said that the question of the disposal 
of garbage lay between throwing it into the 
hay and turning it adrift or cremating it. 
He was heartily iu favor of the latter plan 
as the cheapest and most effective that 
could be devised. 

The Board of Health had calculated that 
a city crematory could be built for $15,000, 
and he thought such an institution should 
be established at once. 

Councilman Manuel said that he had 
investigated the matter and that the col- 
lection of refuse would cost the city $W0 
per month. He anticipated that much 
opposition to carting the garbage through 
the streets would arise from property- 
owners, who would object to the smells 
emanating from the carts. 

Dr. John Fearn also advocated the build- 
ing of a crematory, saying that such an 
institution was absolutely essential to the 
public health and should be constructed at 
once. 

After some further discussion a commit- 
tee consistine of H. N. Dalton, P. A. Cam- 
eron and A. B. Nye, with Drs. Adams and 
Fearn as ex-offioio members, vra< appointed 
to gather statistics on the garbage ques- 
tion and also to ascertain how much a 
crematory would cost. 

Mrs. Bonear'H Allowance. 

Mrs. Catherine Boogar, widow of Philip 
Boogar, the capitalist who was murdered 
by her father, Miehael Collins, made an 
application to Judge Ogden yesterday to 
have her allowance from the estate in- 
creased from $75 to $150 per montn. claim- 
ing that the former amount was insuffi- 
cient to support her household. The testi- 
mony of the administrator of the estate 
was "to the effect that the property had 
shrunk much in value through the troubles 
the dead man had had with his wife, and 
that the present income was only JloOO per 
year. Judge Ogden said that it would be 
injudicious to increase the allowance be- 
yond the total income of the property, and 
continued the hearing for sixty days, by 
which time the estate will probably be 
settled. 

'•General" Charles T. Kelley, once the su- 
preme commander of a numerou' and 
flourishing Industrial Army, was fined $20 
by Judge 'Wood in the Folic Court yester- 
day for contempt of court. Kellev was the 
complaining witness against H. D. Houg- 
ham, who was abeing tried on a charge of 
inciting a riot, and failed to appear when 
'■ the case was called. He was arretted on a 
bench warrant, and when arraigned yes- 
fcrday pleaded that it would be a great 
hardship on him to be fined, as he had 
been compelled to go to work and his wife 
and children wer* 1 dependent on his scanry 
wages. The court thought, however, that 
its dignity bad been insulted and imposed 
the fine mentioned. Kelley asked for time 
to liquidate, but on being refused paid the 
money out of a purse which bulged with 
gold coin. 

The trial of the case of Frank M. Cattell 
against the city of Oakland and others 
was commenced before a jury in Judge 
Frick's court yesterday. 

Cattell is the boy who wan injured by 
the falling of a bell from the top of the 
ticket-office removed by a party of 
citizens headed by ex-Mayor Pardee at 
the time the latter ordered the fence in 
front of the city wharf to be torn down. 

Cattel, who is a minor, was running 
alongside the building as it was hauied up 
the street and was so badly injured as to be 
maimed f«>r life. Through bis guardian. 
3. E. Cattell, he sued the city for $50,000 
damages. 

-The contention of the plaintiff is that 
the city is responsible for the actions of its 
servants and city officials and that the re- 
moval of the building was unlawful be- 
catise unauthorized by any orders from 
the Hoard of Public Works, though the 
work I ad been done through the sanction 
of the City Council.

The report of the commissioners ap- 
pointed to oversee the work of extending 
Cedar street, from Spring street east, was 
presented. The receipts were $1300 54, and 
the expenditure : attorney's fee, $50; com- 
missioners, $200; engineer's fee, $30;

Irwin was appointed to succeed him. 

The liquor license ordinance providing 
that a reduction be made from $200 to $100 
annually was brought up by Trustee Had- 
lan and carried by a majority of one vote. 
Observatory Addition. 

The directors of the Lick Observatory 
have received a telegram from the Hon. 
Edwin Crossley, late member of Parliament 
for Halifax, which states that he proposes 
to give to the observatory his great three- 
foot reflecting telescope, with its dome and 
its entire apparatus complete. The only 
conditions to the gift are that the telescope 
be set up on Mount Ham i 1 ton, that it shall be 
called the Crossley reflector, and that the 
expenses of its transportation from Eng- 
land be paid by Americans. 

Students' ^Meeting. 

There will be a meeting of the entire 
student body this afternoon in the Assembly 
Hall to consider plans for giving a univer- 
sity reception to Governor Budd on the 
25th inst. in view of his success in reaching 
.the gubernatorial chair. The reception

The Good Government Cluo made almost 
a clean sweep in the municipal election. 
Only tliree of its candidates failed to pass 
under the wire in the lead, and all three of 
those were for minor offices. Mrs. Chap- 
man was defeated for School Director, E. 
Minor Smith for City Treasurer and Robert 
McGown for City Recorder was also de- 
feated. 

The Good Government candidates for 
City Trustees won easily, polling 3527 
votes to 2504 for the Non-Partisans. 

F. J. Fletter polled the highest vote for 
City Trustee. The other two surcessfnl 
candidates were J. F. Forderer, chairman 
of the present board, and A. V. Clark, a 
popular young native son of the West End 
and vice-president of the Clark Pottery 
Works. 

The complexion of the School Board is 
not changed except for the short term, E. 
H. Brvan being elected without opposition. 
School Directors Knowles. Tisdale and 
Lanktree, who have held this office for the 
past four years, succeed themselves on the 
School Board. Colonel Roswell G. 
Wheeler, City Treasurer-elect, was for- 
merly an Indian Agent in Arizona under 
the Harrison administration. Oscar L. 
Rogers, re-elected City Marshal, has held 
the position three terms, and had no oppo- 
sition at the last two elections.

BEGGARS ON THE STREET. 



Disgusting Sights to Be Seen 
on Leading Thorough- 
fares. 



Orders of Chief Crowley Flagrantly 
Disobeyed by the Patrol- 
men. 



The crippled and blind beggars are 
again becoming a nuisance on the streets. 
It was just a month ago that the Call 
published a long article showing that 
hardly any of the professional beggars on 
the streets were deserving of charity; that 
many of them had good bank accounts, 
and principally that all of them were ille- 
gally on the streets. If blind and crippled 
men and women have no means, the law 
states plainly they must be arrested and 
sent to the Almshouse. If they have 
means, the law says they should be ar- 
rested and punished for begging. The 
Call published the lav. and the facts on 
March 8 and 9, and on March !* the follow- 
ing order was issued at the instance of 
Chief of Police Crowley : 

M af.ch 9; 1895. 
Captain Brnftftr; Your attention is called to 
section 29 of No. 1587, page 35, orders oi the 
Board of Supervisors. The Chief of Police 
directs that yon arrest all those who adopt beg- 
ging as a calling, also all ablebodied beggars, 
and charge them with vagrancy, and those 
who are physically unable to earn a support or 
livelihood should be charged with begging un- 
der the city ordinance that tney may be com- 
mitted to the Almshouse. 

II. S. Healkt, Clerk. 

When the above order was given to Cap- 
tain Douglass he submitted it to the differ- 
ent sergeants, and they in turn instructed 
the policemen to see that all beggars were 
kept off the streets. For two or three 
weeks the streets were kept quite clear of 
the unsightly objects, but for the last few- 
days they have all come out of their holes. 
Most of them have chauged from their 
regular places though, and in the morning, 
bet fore many policemen are around, they 
cluster thickly about the White House. 

Fernand Deboas, the imported profes- 
sional blind beggar from Belgium; Robert 
Morris, the legless pencil-seller; Joseph 
Zen, the blind Swiss, and a newly im- 
ported blind woman are around the corner 
of Post and Kearny streets every morning 
until it is time for Police Officer Peter 
Richter to come on watch. 

They then scatter for fear of arrest, 
as Richter considers the beggars as a dis- 
grace to the city and will allow none of 
them to take up stands on his beat. If all 
the officers obeyed the law and the instruc- 
tions of their sergeants, this city would be 
quickly rid of its unsightly beggars. 
When noon comes the human leeches who 
live off the blind beggars take the bread 
and beer winners to other places. Deboas 
usually goes down to Sixth and Jessie 
streets, Morris crosses over Post street and 
stands in front of D. Samuels' store, Zen 
goes to Montgomery street and the blind 
woman is taken. to Market street opposite 
Fifth. Frank Amann and John Scott can 
be seen daily at their old stands on Grant 
avenue, between Geary and Post streets. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday 
Chief Crowley said: "The principal 
trouble in carrying out the law in regard 
to the beggars "is that the police judges 
will not convict the poor devils. Cases 
after cases have been brought before them 
and they have always let the beggars go. 
Then there is another objection. The 
Almshouse is packed. It is so full that 
Superintendent Weaver will not take any 
more people. The Almshouse is full every 
winter, and if all the beggars were arrested 
we would have to build anew Almshouse." 

It is a peculiar thing, however, that 
Officer Richter has no trouble to keep 
Kearny street clear and free of disgusting 
sights," while very few others have the 
sense to enforce the law. The only beggar 
who bothers Richter is Henry J. Powell, 
the paralyzed old xylophone-player, who 
still comes out to gather tribute from his 
regular patrons. Richter will not allow 
him to take up a stand, however, and the 
old beggar, whom the Call proved to be 
worth several thousand dollars, is not tak- 
ing in very much to add to his hoard.

Reliance Athletic Club, thinks the Good 
Roads Association should be able to ac- 
complish wonders. He pointed to the fact 
that the Alameda Driving Club had 
already obtained a boulevard several miles 
in length. 

"There is no reason why we cannot ac- 
complish more if we work in harmony," 
he said. "Our club hold its annual elec- 
tion of directors on Thursday, April 18. 
As soon as the new board comes in aggres- 
sive work will begin. 

"The wheelmen of Oakland ate all in 
line. When they begin the fight the clubs 
of San Jose will organize to influence their 
Supervisors, and a well laid out boulevard 
must eventually result, as it is an actual 
necessity." 

Fred E. Whitney of the Reliance Club is 
an attorney as well as an enthusiastic 
wheelman. He thinks the Good Roads 
Association should be able not only to 
build a boulevard from Oakland to San 
Jose, but ought to be able to better all the 
roads about the city. 

"It is almost impossible to find a good 
road by which to get out of Oakland, he 
said. "The road to San Pablo just as pres- 
ent is simply impassable. The road to 
East Oakland is barred by the Twelfth- 
street dam, while the road to Alameda is 
barred by the Webster-street dam." 

George A. Faulkner of the Acmes is an 
expert on wheels and knows every road in 
Alameda County. He thinks a boulevard 
from Oakland to San Jose one of the things 
of the near future. 

"The road from Xiles to San Jose is very 
fair now," said he. "Those about Oakland 
are a disgrace to the county. From Oak- 
land to San Leandro the roads are defec- 
tive in many places. The road by way of 
Alvarado we have had to abandon, and 



now wheelmen take the hill road by wa' 
of Haywaids. These things," he added, 
'will be changed when our membership 



roll has been signed by the non-wheeling 
property-owners of the city as well as those 
belonging to bicycle clubs." 

L. G. Burpee, a member of the Y. M. C. 
A. wheelmen, is cashier of the First Na- 
tional Bank.

FINANCES OF INDIA. 

A Smaller Deficit Than Its Government 
Anticipated. 

A telegram was. received by the Secretary 
of State for India from the Viceroy on 
Tuesday stating that the accounts for 
1893-54 show a deficit of Rx. 1,547,000, being 
Rx.246,000 better than anticipated last 
year. The revised estimates for 1894-95 
show a surplus of Rx.990,000, giving an im 
provement, apart from exchange, of 
Rx.3,156,000. 

The expenditure throughout is well 
within the e-timntcs, and army savings, 
due to low prices, have been more than 
enough to meet excess charges, namely, 
Rx.393,000 for pav of the Bntish army, and 
Rx. 195,000 for 'vVaziri expedition. This 
last will cost an additional sum of Kx.90,000 
in 1895-96. 

A general increase in the rate of pay of 
the native Sepoys is to take effect from 
July 1 next for 110,000 men; the increased 
cost will be Rx.260,000 per annum, and the 
charge will add to the Budget Estimate 
of next year Rx.180,000. (The charge is 
accepted as long foreseen and now urgent.) 
A sum of Rx. 150,000 is provided for mili- 
tary preparations in connection with the 
disturbances in Chitral. These charges of 
Rx.180,000 and Rx. 150,000 reduce the sur- 
plus of Rx.376,000 to Rx.46,000. which is the 
surplus announced in the Budget. Under 
the circumstances, the Famine Insurance 
Grant remains in abeyance in the same 
way as last year. 

In conclusion, the Government, while 
claiming to have made a full year's

MANY EVASIVE ANSWERS, 



Cus Spreckels Dodged Lead- 
ing Questions With 
Great Agility. 



HE FAILS TO RECALL FACTS. 



Will Not Show Income or Outlay 
Unless So Ordered by the 
Court. 



The inquiry in the Spreckels slander 
suit regarding the business transac- 
tions of C. A. 8preckels, plaintiff in 
the «ase, with his father, Claus Spreck- 
els, defendant, and the Spreckels Sugar 
Kefinery in Philadelphia, was re- 
sumed in the offices of Del mas 4. Short- 
ridge yesterday morning. Mr. Shortridge 
did the questioning in a most pointed 
manner, and C. A. Spreckels made as great 
a success in not giving definite answers as 
he did last Saturday. His supply of an- 
swers such as "I do not recall," "I have no 
such recollection," and "I do not remem- 
ber," seemed Inexhaustible. But he was 
worried withal. 

Mr. Shortridge tried in many ways to 
get some definite statements concerning 
the shortage of $200,000, but the witness 
persistently took refuge behind the evasive 
answers, "I do not recall," and "The verbal 
statement I gave my lather was satisfac- 
tory." The books and other accounting 
documents, which the witness had prom- 
ised to present yesterday, were not 
prodnced. Attorney Ach, represent- 
ing the plaintiff in the case, frequently in- 
terrupted Mr. Shortridge's questioning by 
objections on various grounds. Rudolf 
6preckels gave tiie witness his moral sup- 
port by bis presence. ClauB Spreckels, the 
defendant in the pending suit, came early 
and remained through the day. Adolph 
Spreckels was also there. There were no 
courtesies exchanged between the father 
and his two younger sons when the former 
entered the inquiry room. 

As one of the grounds on which the suit 
for slander is based is the published state- 
ment alleged to have been made by Claus 
Spreckels that C. A. Spreckels "will soon 
be bankrupt," which the plaintiff alleges 
has injured his standing as a "capitalist 
and merchant," Mr. Shortridge made an 
effort to prove the truth or falsity of the 
alleged slander by ascertaining the financial 
standing of the plaintiff— his moneys, se- 
curities, real estate and personal property — 
but the witness was as wary as ever and 
woula give'no definite answers to any of 
the questions propounded on the subject. 

The phrase, "I decline to answer." was 
made another part of the stock in trade of 
C. A. Spreckels as a witness. 

Mr. Shortridge, as an introduction to 
the pursuance of the inquiry, said : 

You were questioned the other day In regard 
to the revocation by your father of the power 
of attorney which he had hitherto given 
to you. and you were asked to furnish the date, 
I believe, ef'that revocation. 

1 do not recall any such request. 

When did vou tirst learn that that power of 
attorney had been revoked? 

I think it was about a year after I severed my 
connection. 

When did you return to him the power of 
attornev? 

I never returned it. I think I left it in Phila- 
delphia, probably in the safe. 

You we asked in regard to an account 
which I believe you said you had furnished, 
showing the amount of moneys received by 
you on account of your father, and the disposi- 
tion of the money, and 1 believe you stated 
that you could and would furnish that account 
at this hearing. Have you such an account? 

As I recall the figures' that I gave him at that . 
time, the difference which I could not account 
for at that moment was either $250,000 which 
I placed with J. and W. Scligman in New York, 
against which Mr. Adolph Spreckels drew a 
draft of $150,000, or it was $150,000, which 
was never paid directly by the Havemeyers 
themselves, but was taken at their request out 
of the contribution of the working capital and 
credited to my lather's account on the books. 
I am not sure on either point, but that is my 
recollection at this moment. 

Did you make an accounting to your father? 
I understand you to have answered "yes" to 
that question the other day. 

Yes, 1 did. I will state in explanation that 
the moneys received by me for the sale of the 
45 per cent of the Spreckels Sugar Refining 
Companr's stock was $2.'^50,O0O, instead of 
225.000, as stated by me the other day. 1 
received as cash $1,500,000; I received in notes 
$750,000. I deposited $1,500,000 with the 
Western National Bank of New York to the 
credit of the Spreckels Sugar Refining Com- 
pany. Against that I drew $070,000 and paid 
ft to the United States Trust Company of New 
Y'ork in order to redeem certain collateral that 



they held.

The United StatesTrust Company. I had to 
redeem this collateral in order to make the 
transfer and make the delivery to Messrs. Have- 
never themselves. 

The witness reiterated his former state- 
ment that all the accounts were kept 
by the secretary of the company. At the 
previous investigation he bad stated that 
he could explain all the details by refer- 
ence to his books and that he would bring 
tnose books yesterday. But the books 
were not presented by C. A. Spreckels to 
any visible extent. 

The $2,250,000 which you received was from 
the sale of personal property belonging to your 
father, was it not? 
Yes, it was. 

Did you keep a separate account with him— 
you, as his agent? 

Not I. 

How did you deposit this money? 
It was all deposited to the credit of the 
Bpreckels Sngar Refining Company. 
It was his private money, was it not? 
That is true. 

Whv did you deposit it in the name of the 
Bpreckels Sugar Refining Company? 

Because my father had au account with the 
company, and I did it as a matter of conven- 
ience. 

Have you the bankbook of the bank in which 
you deposited the money? 
No, sir; 1 think it is in Philadelphia. 
Have you any of the checks that you drew? 
I have not. 

When your father returned from Europe and 
requested an accounting, you undertook to do 
so, did you? 

I did— from memory. 

In giving an account from memory, did you 
not make a pencil memorandum that $200,000 
or $250,000 was lost? 

I hare no such recollection. 

Y'ou said in your testimony the other dav 
that the statement you gave your father was 
entirely satisfactory. 

That is true. 

You did not, then, furnish to your father a 
wait ten statement of his account other than 
what you have testified to? 

He was satisfied with my explanation. 

Have the goodness to answer my question. 

He being satisfied with my explanation, there 
was no further question on his part as to my 
account with him. I did not render him an 
account— a written report— but I did put down 
in pencil a memorandum showing him how his 
account stood. He accepted that— raised no 
objection to It. 

Did you furulsh to your father any statement 
of his account while he was in Europe after 
you had received the $2,250,000? 

I did not. 

Did your father communicate with you in 
writing, asking you for Information in regard 
to that sum? 

He did not. 

Did you ever receive from yonr father a let- 
ter written in German and sent by him from 
Europe to you asking you to account to him, or 
explain to him what you were doing generally, 
and particularly what you were doing with 
this large sum of money which you had re- 
ceived from the sale of his property? 
I did not. I received no such letter. 
Do you recall the conversation had with your 
Immediately upon his return from 



Europe, in Philadelphia, when he asked you 
this question, "Why did you not reply to my 
letter?" and did you make the answer, "It 
was of no consequence," or words to that ef- 
fect? • 
1 did not. 

Did vou keep any private account other than 
you have mentioned, showing this account be- 
tween vou and your father? 

There was no private account. It was the ac- 
count keot bv the refinery. 

Was there anv assessment levied on the stock 
of that corporation daring that period? 

There was not. 

Did you have occasion to borrow any money 
during that time? . . T 

I cannot state at this particular period. I 
frequently had to borrow money, both for my- 
self and my father. . 

How long was it after your father returned 
to Philadelphia that you tendered your resig-, 
nation? 
Four or five davs. 

Did you notify your father before tendering 
your resignation, "and if so, how? 

I notified him iu person and subsequently in 
writinK. November 24, 1891, i« the date of 
my resignation, when I wrote to him saying: 

Drar fattier: The other day you said that my ex- 
planation a* to what became of the money paid by 
the Havemevers was perfectly clear to you. This 
afternoon Adolph Informed me that the matter was 
not clear to you and that vou had Instructed him to 
investigate further Into the matter. He Insinuates 
that I have stolen the money and says that for my 
own Justification it was necessary to make 
a detailed statement. All that I can say is that 
every cent that has ever passed through my hands 
is still therv. It was my earnest endeavor to settle 
everything as amicably as jKmsibe and to resign my 
liosition only after you had become familiar with 
many of the details bf the company, but I can no 
longer remain In an office to be thro M Into contact 
with him. who Is evidently determined to put me 
under a cloud and bent on blackening me In your 
eyes in order that we might part with an unfriendly 
feeling. He Is not satisfied with the breach he has 
caused In our business and family relations, bat 
now stoops to this base and cowardly accusation. 
I therefore enclose herewith my resignation. I 
have alway-s worked In your interest as faithfully, 
honestlv and conscientiously as any man could, 
and no one deplores more than I do the way things 
have turned. In conclusion I want to say that I 
part with the beat feeling toward you. knowlug full 
welt that vou are being wrongfully Influenced 
against me and that In time you will see things In 
a different light. Your loving son, Otis. 

Then followed further questions as to 
whether Claus Spreckels had not asked for 
more definite accounting for the money 
that had been placed in Gus' hands, to all 
of which the witness replied in the nega- 
tive, reiterating his former statements that 
everything appeared satisfactory to the 
elder Spreckels. 

The debit and credit standing of the 
witness with his father and the refinery 
company was referred to. The questions 
on this subject elicited the fact that the 
witness, at the time he left, was indebted 
both to the company and his father. Mr. 
Shortridge asked: 

How much did you owe vour father at that 

time? 

1 don't recall the amount. 
Y'ou have charged in your complaint as one 
of the slanderous remarks alleged to have been 
made by your father, of and concerning you, 
these words : "I gave that boy $25,000 a year 
Tu Philadelphia and then he drew out $250,000 
of my money." Do you mean to say that you 
did not draw that amount out of banks or cor- 
porations? 

The Spreckels Sugar Refining Company drew 
that money out; not I, as an individual. 

More questions as to the individual and 
personal ownership of the money involved 
and the property for which it was an 
equivalent were then made, to which the 
witness gave the same evasive answers as 
on the first day of the inquiry. This was 
followed by interrogations as to the wit- 
ness' income durine and after his sojourn 
in Philadelphia. The answers were to the 
effect tnat his income in Philadelphia was 
$2000 a month salary as vice-president and 
general manager of the sugar refinery, 
and that he had no other business transac- 
tions in Philadelphia. 

In reference to the allegation of slander 
in the statement made bv Clans Spreckels 
when speating of the plaintiff, that "he 
has wasted money." Mr. Bhori ridge asked 
as tothe living expe:.-es of plaintiff while 
in Philadelphia. The only answers given 
to these questions were to the effect that 
the books of the company would show. 
He was then requested to furnish a state- 
) ment of income and expenditures while in 
j Philadelphia, to be prepared and embodied 
j in the deposition. To this request the wit- 
: ness replied that he could not do so, as he 
kept no private books. Mr. Shortridge 
continued: 

Since your return to California have you kept 
any account of income and expenditures? 

I have. 

Do these books of account show your income? 
They do. 

Do they show your expenditures and the ex- 
tent of your assets and liabilities? 

They do. I have a journal, a ledger and a 
cashbook. 

The witness was requested to either pro- 
duce the books named or a statement from 
them showing resources and liabilities. 
This was objected to by Mr. Ach. Mr. 
Shortridge explained that the request was 
justified by the allegation made in the com- 
plaint sworn to by the plaintiff, namely, 
that he had been slandered by the state- 
ment made by his father that he would 
soon be bankrupt. The purpose of the re- 
quest was to ascertain the truth or falsity 
of the alleged slander. 

Mr. Ach advised his client to nop furn- 
ish any such books or statement inasmuch 
as defendant had not as yet pleaded justi- 
fication. In accordance "with this advice 
the witness said he should decline to furn- 
ish the accounts desired unless ordered by 
the court. 

Much of the testimony that followed re- 
lated to minor speculations in bank stocks 
and other securities, and to sums of money 
loaned out "on call" for the corporation 
of the sugar refinery, which amounts were 
likewise collected by the company. 

In the afternoon a great deal of the tes- 
timony was reiterative of what had been 
stated during the forenoon and on Sat- 
urday. 

Concerning certain proceedings that 
were begun in the courts of Pennsylvania 
against the American Sugar Companv Mr. 
Shortridge asked: 

Do you remember such proceedings? 
I do, by hearsay. 

Did you have any communication with the 
District Attorney or the State's Attorney touch- 
ing these proceedings commenced against the 
American Sugar Refineries Companies? 

I had a, conversation with the District At- 
torney. 

Did you at that time volunteer any informa- 
tion to this gentleman to be used against this 
defendant's company and possibly against your 
father? 

I absolutely deny it, and say that It is not 
true. 

Witness was questioned as to whether 
he had or had not held conversations with 
the District Attorney concerning a re- 
opening of the case against the Refineries 
Companies on new and important testi- 
mony, which might have been furnished 
by him (C. A. Spreckels). To this he re- 
plied that there had been such conversa- 
tion, in a jocular way. 

He was asked if he was a stockholder in 
the Oceanic Steamship Company, to which 
he replied in the affirmative. 

How many shares do you own in that? 

Three thousand six hundred and thirty. 

State how you became possessed of them. 

Part of them I bought in the open market. I 
think I had 3500 shares as my part in the 
division of J. D. Spreckels & Bros, when 1 
severed my connection with them. 

The inquiry was diverted to the matter 
of the suit of C. A. Spreckels against the 
Oceanic Steamship Company ana the indi- 
vidual directors thereof, now pending in 
the Superior Court, The question of trans- 
ferred stock and the non-acceptance by the 
directors of a proxy to represent a stock- 
holder who is not of record was touched 
upon without any definite answers being 
elicited or anything of importance pre- 
sented. 

The inquiey will be resumed at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon.

George W. Tyler, a well-known attorney 
and an ex-Judge o* San Joaquin County, 
died at his home, corner of Lincoln 
avenue and Everett street, Alameda, late 
last night after an illness of a few days. 

For some time Mr. Tyler has suffered 
from kidney and other troubles, and his 
malady was aggravated by a violent at- 
tack of the grip. His illness would not 
yield to the skill of the physicians who 
attended him and he sank into a state of 
unconsciousness, from which he did not 
rouse sufficiently to comprehend what was 
passing around him. As he passed away 
he was surrounded by the members of his 
family. 

George W. Tyler was in many ways a re- 
markable man. He came to California 
in 1849, located in San Joaquin County, 
and the year following his arrival was 
elected to the office of Judge. After that 
he took a very active part in politics, par- 
ticularly during the early part of the '60's, 
at the time of the breaking out of the War 
of the Rebellion. 

He was a member of the Republican 
State convention that met in Sacramento, 
and in its platform declared that "the 
union of all the States must be preserved 
and the national flag respected wherever it 
waves." Subsequently he sought the 
nomination for elector on the Republican 
ticket, but before the nomination was 
made he withdrew his name. Then he 
sought the nomination for Congress from 
the Second District, but he again met de- 
feat, Joseph McKcnna securing the prize. 

After this defeat he came to San Fran- 
cisco, where he engaged in the practice of 
law. He was always noticeablehn court by 
his forcible manner of questioning wit- 
nesses and making objections. In his law 
practice he did not attract much attention 
outside of courtrooms until he appeared as 
the legal representative of Sarah Althea 
Hill in her action against the late Senator 
Sharon. He was elected to the State As- 
sembly fro:.i Alameda County, but it was 
not long after his service to the State ter

The Colored Claimant Suing 
for His Share of the 
Estate. 



A BIG SENSATION PROMISED 



Chris Buckley Will Be an Important 
Witness at the Trial of the 
Suit. 



Next Friday General Dickinson will ap- 
pear in the Superior Court at San Jose to 
hear the case of his client, Edward Ban-on 
(colored), who claims to be the natural son 
of thedeceased millionaire, vs. Eva Barron, 
the widow and administratrix of the Bar- 
ron estate, set for hearing. This suit 
promises to be sensational in the highest 
degree. 

The wretched story* of Edward Barron's 
nemesis cropped out in the recent trial 
when the Barron will was broken, and 
George Banon, the elder and legitimate 
son, was awarded the amount he sued for. 
T. J. Sullivan, Barron's agent, testified 
how he had taken the negro mother of 
Barron's alleged child to Louisville, Ky., 
bought her a house there and given her a 
sum of money, which, it was supposed, 
would banish he'r forever from Barron's 
presence. But, like Banquo's ghost, she 
would not down. 

"She left the sunny South; she wearied 
of the plantation and the society of her 
race; she returned to California "and be- 
sieged the Barron residence; she camped 
upon the trail of the weak and nervous old 
man; she assailed him wnen he left the 
house; she defied the special policeman 
who was hired to warn her off, and she 
became the most irritating and persistent 
nuisance in the closing days' of the misera- 
ble millionaire's life. 

When first this dark shadow loomed 
across his path Edward Barron made a 
supreme effort to purchase her absence. 
At that period Chris Buckley was the 
supreme averter of trouble— fnr'a consider- 
ation. And it is claimed that said con- 
sideration for the "absquatulation" of the 
dusky Venus was $10,000 cash, and further- 
more that of this sum $5000 found its rest- 
ing-place in Mr. Buckley's jeans. Howso- 
ever these things be, Buckley will be 
snbpenaed, and ex-Agent Peter Sullivan 
and Mr. Davis, Barron's intimate triend, 
will testify in regard to the amount of 
money spent, why it was spent and who 
pouched the major part of it. 

Attorney Pillsburv, who testified at the 
George Barron trial that he had received 
a fee of $2500 to defend the estate from the 
colored boy's demand, is anxious to push 
the case to trial. Judge McKinstrv, who 
receives $10,000 a vear as attornev of the 
estate, will assist Mr. Pillsbury. Skeletons 
will be dragged from the recesses of their 
closets, and soiled linen will endure 
purification in open court. For the widow 
Barron is obdurate. She considers it her 
duty to defend her husband's reputation, 
and denies that Edward Barron (colored) 
is the son of her deceased spouse. 

The claimant is a mulatto and a lad of 
more than ordinary intelligence. His 
mother is far from being comely, and even 
in her youthful days must have been ex- 
ceptionally ill favored. She has already 
drawn lareely from the Barron estate, but, 
like Oliver Twist, she wants more, and is 
going to make a hard fight for the Barron 
dollars.
